Registration Down. 

Voter registration for the | 

election totals 319,367, substan-

tially fewer than in the com- | 
parable “off-year” primary 
four years ago, when 351,452 . 
were registered. Two years 
ago, when mayorality candi- 
dates were nominated, the reg- 
istration was 368,392. 

Election Board officials esti- 
mated the vote would be light 
—not more than about 75,000. 
Democratic City Chairman 
John J. Dwyer thought the 
turnout might reach 90,000, de- 
pending on the weather and 
last-minute campaign develop- 
ments, Republican City Chair- 
man John J. Schroeder volun- 
teered no estimate, but agreed 
the vote would be light. The 
turnout in the 1955 city pri- 
mary was 105,316 and in 1957 
it was 94,187. 

Polling places will be open | 
from 6 a.m. to 7 p.m. in the 
city’s 786 precincts, Voting | 
machines will be used in the. 
First through the Seventeenth | 
Wards, an increase of one ward | 
over last November’s general 
election, when the first 16 
wards used machines. 

Taverns will remain closed | 
until one half-hour after the 
polls colse. City Hall will be 
closed and also most offices 
and courts in Municipal and 
Civil Courts buildings. 

Several Hot Contests. 

In addition to the city-wide 
race for Democratic nomina- 
tion for the board presidency, 
there are several hot contests 
for Democratic aldermanic 
nominations, notably in the 
Fourteenth, Sixteenth, Twenti- 
eth, Twenty-sixth and Twenty- 
eighth wards. 

Only three wards are with- 
out contests on the Democratic 
ticket—the Second, Eighteenth 
and Twenty-fourth, where the 
incumbents, Leo J. McLaugh- 
lin, Wayman F, Smith Jr. and) 
Anthony F. Mascazzini, respec- | 
tively, are unopposed.

Soviet Premier Khrushchev 
came to Berlin tonight and de- 
manded the withdrawal of Al- 
lied troops from this former 
German capital. 

The Kremlin leader spoke at 


a torchlight rally in East Ber- 


lin before a crowd of more 
than 100,000. 


He declared “order must be 
brought to Berlin.” Then he 
went on to define that order 
as acceptance of the Soviet 
proposal to transform West 
Berlin into a so-called demil- 
itarized “free city.” 

He declared earlier in the

never would permit the liqui- | 
dation of Communism in East |

WASHINGTON, March 7 
(UPI)—The United States has 
proposed that the West wel- 
come Soviet Premier Khrush- 
chev's acceptance of a foreign 
ministers conference on the 
Berlin crisis but on a much 
broader basis than he has out- 
lined, high United States of- 
ficials said today. 

This was disclosed after the 
State Department announced 
this country had sent Britain, 
France and West Germany a 
proposed draft for an Allied 
reply to a Soviet note of March 
2 on Berlin and German re- 
unification. 


State Department press of- 
ficer Joseph W. Reap said the 
proposal, which went out last 
night, contained “our reaction 
to the Soviet note and the Gen- 
eral lines we think a reply 
might take.” 

“There will be exchanges of 
views with the other three gov- 
ernments before there is any 
agreed text” of a final note, 
he added. 


| Scope Favored by Russia. 


| Khrushchev insisted that a 
'foreign ministers’ conference 
be limited to discussing Rus- 
sia’s proposals on Berlin and 
Germany. 

These included an Allied 
pull-out from Berlin, accept- 
ance of Soviet action to turn 
over control of its sector to the 
East German Communists and 
signing of a German peace 
treaty which would neutralize 
and divide the country. 

Reap was unable to estimate 
when an Allied reply might be 
sent to Russia. He said it “de- 
pends on the length of consul- 
tations with the three Western 
governments.” 

Then, he said, the four west- 
ern powers will want to get the 
usual indorsements from the 
15-nation NATO council in 
Paris. 

The Allies are reported in 
general agreement on the basic 
principle that they cannot yield 
before Soviet pressures and 


_threats on Berlin. There ap- 


pear to be some differences on 
the question of the usefulness 
of negotiations on other as- 
pects of the German problem, 
Appeal to All Allies. 

American officials said the 
United States draft proposal 
would have the Allies call on 


Russia to “broaden the basis” 


of a foreign ministers’ confer- 
ence to permit consideration of 
proposals other than those ad- 
vanced by Russia. 

Officials said they did not 
see how Russia could justify 
its demand that such a con- 
ference be confined to the 
Kremlin’s demands. 

They said such a meeting 
would amount to nothing more 


'than a gathering to ratify or 


reject Khrushchev’s position. 
The United States view is that 
this would be a useless meet- 
ing since the West has no 
intention of retreating. 

Martin J. Hillenbrand, di- 
rector of the State Depart- 
ment’s German affairs office, 
left for Paris today to attend 
a meeting of Western diplo- 
matic experts.

Garesche attacked the pres- 
ent Democratic administration 
for what he called the city’s 
fiscal crisis—a prospective defi- 
cit of more than $2,000,000. He 
promised that, if elected, he 
would make public all of the 
“goings-on” in the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment, 
where he would represent the 
minority party. 

In a statement expanding on 
this theme, he asserted that the 
Estimate Board bears as much 
responsibility for the budget as 
the Board of Aldermen, but 
that, unlike other city boards, 
that Estimate Board does not 
make its proceedings public.

Urges Zoo and Museum Fees.

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Says Telescopes on Satellites 


Could Detect Any Life on Mars 


Telescopes operating from) 
satellites above the earth's at- 
mosphere may be used to de- 
termine whether there is life 
on Mars, Jonathan Townsend, 
associate professor of physics 
at Washington University, said 
yesterday. 

Commenting on the launch- 
ing of Pioneer IV, the United 
States’s first missile ta the 
sun, Townsend said in an inter- 
view that this and other rapid 
advances in space exploration 
have convinced him that astro- 


nomical telescopes will be in 
use within 10 years. 


He said the telescopes would | 
provide clearer views of the | 
other planets than are now pos- | 
sible.

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NASHVILLE, Tenn. March 7 
(AP)—The people who have 
had the most experience in 
desegregating schools offered 
ample evidence this week that 
the Supreme Court may have 
to wait a long time to see full 
compliance with its order. 

The evidence was presented 
by school officials in a two- 
day conference of the United 
States Civil Rights Commission 
here Thursday and Friday. 


More than a score of au- 
thorities from southern and 
border states participated in 
the conferences from which 
the commission expects to 
draw some conclusions and 
recommendations to the Presi- 
dent and the Congress. 

All Report Opposition. 


Chairman John A. Hannah 
and his fellow commission 
members heard a variety of in- 
tegration stories during the 
two days, ranging from rioting 
and dynamiting in some states 
to comparatively peaceful tran- 
sition in others. 

Violence was the story from 
Tennessee and North Carolina. 
Peaceful integration stories 
came from some of the border 
states. None of the deep south 
states was represented. 
all of the educators reported 
some opposition to the court 
order. 

The majority opinion of 
those participating in the con- 
ference could be summed up 
this way: 

Complete. desegregation will 
take time — a long time in 
some states — a tremendous 
amount of patience, a variation 
of methods in different areas, 
a fully-informed public and 
close co-operation between edu- 
cators, news Media and law en- 
forcement agencies. 

U. S. Agencies Criticized. 


As an example of the com- 
plicated problem, a Tennessee 
official criticized the Federal 
Government for failure to help 
out at strife-torn Clinton High 
School and an Arkansas of- 
ficial complained about the use 
of federal troops at Little Rock. 

R. G. Crossno, member of 
the school board, said violence 
and dynamiting at Clinton re- 
sulted from a federal court 
order but that no federal agen- 
cy would come to the aid of 
the city or county when trouble 
started. 

Joshua K. Shepherd, acting 
chairman of the Arkansas Ad- 
visory committee, told the 
group his state could handle its 
own problems. 

“I urge you,” Shepherd said, 
“never to recommend the use 
of soldiers.”

Booth of Yale 

ST. PETERSBURG, Fia., 
March 7— Baseball writers 
gathered for the opening 
of the Grapefruit League 
season put on their mole- 
Skins, as they used to say in 
football, and talked about 
Albie Booth, Yale’s Little 
Boy Blue, who died at 51 this 
week. 


To one intrigued as a kid 
by the little fella, this was a 
most interesting conversa- 
tion about one of the most 
colorful players in the his- 
tory of college football as 
well as Yale, which has had 
its great ones . Walter 
Camp ... Frank Hinkey . 
Pudge Heffelfinger .. . Tom 
Shevlin ote, Be sae 
Bruce Caldwell Larry 
Kelley ... Clint Frank. 

It’s no wonder in those 
back-alley drop-kicking and 
punting games, one against 
one, two against two, that 
some one always insisted in 
our boyhood make-believe 
that he be called Booth. As a 
Post-Dispatch editorial writ- 
er put it so well the other 
day, Albie was “a wraith who 
slipped out of the pages of 
Ralph Henry Barbour into a 
Yale-blue jersey on _ fine 
autumnal afternoons (and) 
drifted and danced down a 
football field like a leaf on 
a capricious breeze.” 

Only 5-7, a mere 147 
pounds, Little Boy Blue 
caught the country’s fancy 30 
years ago and filled Yale 
Bowl week after week in his 
native New Haven because, 
as Tim Cohane once wrote: 

“When a little fellow like 
Albie Booth repeatedly es- 
caped, frustrated and defeat- 
ed the giants and dragons of 
the gridiron, then the thrill 
for the spectator was in- 
créased manifold. The under- 
pfivileged watched Booth 
and became rich, The meek 
saw him and in their minds 
turned on and slew their 
own private bullies. He was 
the most exciting, the most 
crowd-pleasing of all Yale 
football players.” 


Salute to Albie 


The stories about Booth 
rolled off lips of Eastern 
writers who had known bim 
personally as a player or 
more recently as an out- 
standing football official. 
Even the Whiffenpoofs 


couldn't have been more 
nostalgic around a table 
down at Mory’s. 

One writer quoted Dr. 


Marvin (Mal) Stevens, former 
head coach at Yale and, now 
a leading orthopedic surgeon 
in New York. Said Dr. 
Stevens, “Albie was a fierce 
competitor and he had mar- 
velous timing. He could 
have excelled in any sport.” 

Dr. Stevens remembered 
that in 1932 he took Booth 
to the Olympic Games at 
Los Angeles to give a foot- 
ball demonstration. Little 
Albie entered a _ punting 
contest against Frank Cari- 
deo of Notre Dame and Ken 
Strong of New York U. 
Both had remarkable punt- 
ing reputations, but Little 
Boy Blue beat them in a 
kicking contest. 

Len Elliott, veteran sports 
editor of the Newark Eve- 
ning News, said there was 
no single secret to Booth’s 
uncanny ability to keep mov- 
ing through a broken field.

These not only gave him pow- 
er, but the strength to with- 
stand the stress of sudden 
stops and starts, pivots, cuts 
and sidesteps which character- 
ized his running.” 


Elliott noted that he’d heard 
coaches say that Booth wouldn't 
have been nearly so sensation- 
al if he’d come along 10 or 15 
years later when the concept 
of tackling had change). “They 
claim Albie found it easy to 
escape because tacklers of his 
time aimed at the knees instead 
of the waist,” the Newark writ- 
er explained, observing that 
maybe the doubtful were right.

Attell Ailing 


Abe Attell is in a New 
York hospital suffering from 
an attack of influenza, ac- 
cording to a dispatch from 
there, but the former feath- 
erweight champion of the 
world is sure he’ll win this 
bout on points. 

“It’s nothing, son,” he told 
a reporter, “I expect to live 
to be 100." He was 75 years 
old on Feb. 22. 


Much of the early part of 
Attell’s long and tempestu- 
Ous career centered in St. 
Louis. He won the 126- 
pound championship here 
from George Dixon on a 
15-round decision, Oct. 28, 
1901. 


He fought a dozen fights 
here in the next three years, 
meeting Harry Forbes, Kid 
Broad, Benny Yanger, Kid 
Abel, Johnny Reagan, among 
others. 


Brooklyn Tommy Sullivan 
knocked out Attell in five 
rounds in a St. Louis bout, 
boxed Abe to a draw in six 
rounds at Alton, then was 
knocked out by Attell in Cal- 
ifornia. 


Tommy now is a deputy 
sheriff here. 

On Nov. 27, 1912, Attell 
lost in six rounds to Oliver 
Kirk in St. Louis, the bout 
being stopped because of At- 
tell’s stalling tactics. 


He walked to the side of 
the ring, apologized to the 
crowd and announced his re- 
tirement. 

But on March 19, the fol- 
lowing year, Attell knocked 
out Kirk in three rounds in 
New York and didn’t finish 
boxing until 1917. Mean- 
while he had lost the feath- 
erweight championship to 
the late Johnny Kilbane of 
Cleveland. 

Only a few years ago, At- 
tell and Kilbane met in the 
lobby of Madison Square 
Garden in New York and en- 
gaged in a heated argument, 

Attell challenged Kilbane 
to a fight on the spot. 

“What: Right here? For 
nothing?’ Kilbane countered, 
with a laugh. “You must 
have regained your amateur 
card.” 

That settied it. 
no fight. 

In recent years, Attell has 
been a tavern owner in New 
York. and has always main- 
tained a keen interest in box 
ing of which he is, naturally, 
a keen analyst. He’s one old- 
timer, too, who doesn’t de- 
ride boxers of recent years 
but compares them favorably 
with those of his day.

Use of Force 


in Nyasaland 


Drives African Nationalist 
Movement Underground 


Struggle to Go on Despite Suppressive Measures. 
—Leaders With Whom Peaceful Settlement 
Could Be Negotiated Now Have Been Removed 
by British-Backed Welensky Government.

BLANTYRE, Nyasaland, March 7. 
ALL THAT THE BANNING of the African Congress movement from 
Nyasaland by the British authority has accomplished is to drive the re- 
sistance underground and to remove the only leaders with whom a peaceful 
political settlement could be negotiated. This was apparent today from 
conversations with remaining Congress leaders and from the statements 


and acts of colonial officials. 


The attempt at the forcible suppression of the Congress now puts this 
protectorate in a similar position to Algeria under the French authority. 
The killing of three dozen or so Africans this week is believed to be only a 


beginning. 

Dr. Hastings Banda, the African sur- 
geon who has been the leader of the 
Congress movement in Nyasaland—and 
the outstanding Congress leader in the 
whole Central African Federation—has 
been shipped out of Nyasaland and im- 
prisoned. Realizing that this action was 
about to take place, he left detailed 
instructions for. his followers, however, 
the Post-Dispatch has learned. 


NEW LEADERS are regrouping their 
forces. Their tactics will depend in part 
on the future action of the rulers of 
Nyasaland—now revealed as the Federa- 
tion government in Salisbury, headed by 
Sir Roy Welensky and backed by the 
British Colonial Office. Until this week, 
the Colonial Office had opposed Welen- 
sky’s racist policies. Banning of the Con- 
gress marked the surrender of the Co- 
lonial Office to Welensky’s demands, 

One possibility being considered by 
the African underground is adoption of 
the tactics being pursued in Kenya. 
After the imprisonment there of Jomo 
Kenyatta, formerly the outstanding 
African political leader in Kenya, Tom 
Mboya took over the leadership of the 
movement for independence and de- 
mocracy. He is, in effect, acting in the 
name of Kenyatta. 

Here, too, whatever leadership arises 
probably will act in the name of the 
imprisoned leader, in this case Dr. Banda. 
The measure of Dr. Banda’s popularity 
in Nyasaland became fully apparent only 
after his arrest. Thousands of Africans 
participated in demonstrations al] over 
the protectorate in protest against that 
action of the colonial authorities. They 
were willing to take the beating by the 
volunteer police ,which followed. The 
patience and determination of the 
Africans here is impossible to describe. 

Mrs. Rose Chibambo, chairman of the 
Women’s League of the African Con- 
gress in Nyasaland, waited calmly to be 
arrested, whil¢ the repressive action by 
the volunteer police and army was in 


progress. Barefoot and wearing a red 
kerchief on her head, she said, “They 
have banned the Congress, but they 


can’t ban the spirit.” 

She, too, is prepared to have others 
carry on in her behalf if she is im- 
prisoned. Congress leaders have all made 
such preparations. The chain of com- 
mand headed by Dr. Banda extends down 
through the ranks. 

The Welensky government in Salisbury 
has made a fetish out of Dr. Banda, pre- 
suming that his personal influence alone 
has created the unrest in Nyasaland, one 
of the three Federation territories (the 
other two are Southern and Northern 
Rhodesia). In fact, though Dr. Banda has 
been an effective leader, he only sym- 
bolizes and spearheads an anti-colonial- 
ism movement that has deep roots. 

Dr. Banda is in his middle fifties. He 
was born in Nyasaland and educated in 
the United States and Britain. When 
he returned to Nyasaland last July after 
an absence of many years, everything 
was ripe for his assumption of leader- 
ship. 


IN THE FIRST PLACE, the movement 
for freedom and democracy was reaching 
a climax throughout the continent. In the 
second, the freedom movement in Nyasa- 
land was without an effective leader. 
Finally, Dr. Banda possessed a reputa- 
tion and personal qualities that fitted 
him for that role. 

He was a legend among the common 
people of Nyasaland. He was the first 
Nyasalander to become a physician and 
had carried on a successful medical prac- 
tice in London. He had written a book 
on the history of Nyasaland and later, in 
1951, a pamphlet opposing formation of 
the Central African Federation. 

When Dr. Banda arrived on the scene, 
the fact that surprised the ordinary 
Nyasalanders most of all was that this 
man with his wide experience had not 
lost touch with the common man in his 
native land. He could, as one of his fol- 
lowers put it, “sing the song of the 
people.” He could voice the aspirations 
of the Nyasalanders. 

Despite charges made against Dr. Ban- 
da by Welensky’s government—that he 
has incited the Africans to violence—a 
look at the record shows that he often 
counseled moderation. Last January 24 
at a Congress meeting near Blantyre, he 
urged his followers to have patience, 
newspaper reports show. 

“We, the army of the great Nyasaland 
African Congress must be a disciplined 
organization and not a mob,” Dr. Banda 
was quoted as saying. “In that way they 
will know we are a responsible body, a 
responsible people.” 

At the moment when Dr. Banda was 
arrested last Tuesday, a large crowd of 


The struggle seems certain to go on with increasing bitterness. 


There was a slight struggle as police 
manhandled some of Dr. Banda’s fol- 
lowers. The crowd became belligerent, 
but Dr. Banda urged them to go home 
quietly and obey police orders. 

Congress people now say they fear 
that violence will increase without the 
moderating influence of Dr, Banda. His 
policy was to fight against the domina- 
tion of Nyasaland by the white settlers 
of the Federation, hy employing peace- 
ful methods of civil disobedience. This 
admittedly is a difficult technique to 
apply in the present situation. 


The writer has witnessed many in- 
stances of provocation by the special 
police—white settlers who have volun- 
teered. They go around clubbing Afri- 
cans or striking them with their fists. 
They openly boast that they are eager 
to have the Africans resist, so they 
can use their guns. 


Congress leaders believe Dr. Banda 
was jailed and deported at this time to 
remove him from the scene before dis- 
cussions are opened on the future of 
Nyasaland and the Central African Fed- 
eration. They expect Welensky’s govern- 
ment to attempt to substitute African 
stooges for the Banda leadership. 

The present Central African Federa- 
tion is a makeshift arrangement, South- 
ern Rhodesia is a self-governing colony 
in which decisive power rests securely 
in the hands of the ‘white minority. 
Northern Rhodesia and Nyasaland are 
British protectorates in which decisive 
power rests in colonial officials appoint- 
ed by London. 


MORE AND MORE, however, the Co- 
lonial Office in London has buckled be- 
fore the strong will of Sir Roy Welensky 
and his Federation government. Welensky 
talks pseudo-liberalism for the benefit 
of London and straight “white suprem- 
acy” for the benefit of the fewer than 
4 per cent of European origin, who rule 
the 7,000,000 population of the Federa- 
tion. Here in the Federation even We- 
lensky’s followers laughingly admit that 
his talk of “partnership” between the 
races is very nearly the same thing, 
though less honest, than the Union of 
South Africa’s openly racist policy of 
“apartheit.” 

African resistance to the imposed rule 
of the white minority in the Federation 
centers in Nyasaland, where the propor- 
tion of Europeans is even smaller than 
in the rest of the Federation. The co- 
lonial governor of Nyasaland, Sir Robert 
Armitage, told a press conference last 
Monday that some kind of “regional au- 
tonomy within the Federation” might be 
worked out for Nyasaland. 

After this week’s events, however, 
Nyasalanders are even less willing than 
before to accept any such formula. Con- 
gress leaders point out that internal se- 
curity is supposed to be a regional re- 
sponsibility but, in fact, the Federation 
army has been called in and security 
policies are being dictated by Roy We- 
lensky in the present crisis. 


No matter how many Congress lead- 
ers are beaten and jailed, there is no 
indication that the African view will 
change in Nyasaland. 


As Orton Chirwa, the lawyer for the 
African Congress in Nyasaland, said, 
“The people want to run their own af- 
fairs. They won't compromise on that.” 

Chirwa, incidentally, was at liberty at

Because of the necessities of the sit- 
uation, Mr. Eisenhower has slightly 


changed his technique in recognizing 
questioners, and he appears to be more 
adequately briefed for his replies. 

In the last three or four conferences, 
the President has given up his previous 
procedure of starting with reporters on 
his left and going clockwise around 
the room in selecting those privileged 
to put questions. He now sweeps his 
eyes around 15 to 20 would-be inquirers 
who jump from their seats whenever 
there is a pause in his replies. He 
makes his choice, It is more and more 
frequently a man or woman he thinks 
will ask about foreign affairs. 


WHITE HOUSE Press Secretary James 
C. Hagerty has boasted that he can 
anticipate 90 per cent of the questions 
asked at a press conference and can 
usually guess who will ask about a 
particular subject. He has complained 
that he briefs the President on many 
important topics which the reporters do 
not or cannot bring up in the 30-minute 
session. 

In using the press conference as an 
instrument of policy, a shaper of Ameri- 
can and world opinion, Mr. Eisenhower 
is following the procedure President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt developed. He 
has made two important improvements, 
the release for publication of the ver- 
batim transcript and the televising of 
the entire proceedings. 

Until the Eisenhower innovations, re- 
porters were permitted to quote a 
President directly only when he read a 
formal statement or gave his permission 
to quote an extraordinary sentence or 
phrase. During the Coolidge term, they 
were not allowed to write that the views 
expressed came from the President, so 
they created the mythical “White House 
spokesman.” 

The innovations have made Mr. Eis- 
enhower’s responsibility much heavier 
and more difficult than that of his 
predecessors. His every word is studied 
for a hidden meaning, every gesture is 
given significance, to see whether he 
meant to be casual or emphatic, mild or 
short-tempered. The interpretations may 
be inaccurate but they are inevitable 
here and abroad. 

Before Secretary Dulles’s illness, the 
President rarely replied at length to in- 
ternational questions. The Secretary 
usually held his press meeting on Tues- 
day, 24 hours before the President's. 
This enabled Mr. Eisenhower to refer

BESIDES BEING too brief for adequate 
presentation of the Government's inter- 
national views, the Eisenhower confer- 
ences suffer from the President's lack 
of detailed, up-to-the minute informa- 
tion and his inability to express himself 
in exact language not open to misinter- 
pretation. 

The Washington representative of a 
Dutch radio program told the Post- 
Dispatch he had great difficulty selecting 
portions of the tape recording of the 
Eisenhower press conferences for broad- 
casting in his country where English is 
the second language. His complaint was 
that Mr. Eisenhower's replies were 
vague, often equivocal. and sometimes 
ungrammatical. American newspaper 
readers of the verbatim transcript have 
made the same complaint. Foreign of- 
fices' and newspapers abroad are likely 
to agree. 

One advantage of transferring the an- 
nouncements and indications of foreign 
policy from the State Department to the 
White House is that the President's words 
are carrying more weight here and 
abroad than ’would Acting Secretary 
Herter’s. They also answer criticism 
about the lack of Eisenhower leadership 
and, above all, they counter here and 
abroad the impressions made by con- 
gressional critics, political columnists 
and foreign correspondents. 


Foreign diplomats in Washington say 
they cannot understand why this gov- 
ernment does not have an authoritative, 
formalized system for making known 
official policy.

EVEN THE. sophisticated readers of 
Western Europe do not fully understand 
the scope of the American free press 
and how American news and comment 
should be evaluated.

The riots started in Bolivia because of 
criticism of that country in Time maga- 
zine indicated that some American re- 
porters and editors do not realize their 
responsibility to try to foresee the prob- 
able consequences of their actions.

day to deny the claim made Nov. 10 by Soviet Premier Nikita S. Khrush- 
chev and repeated many times in much the same terms, that the Western 
powers ‘‘are doing everything to aid the growth of German militarism and 


create in Germany a mass army, armed with the latest military equipment.’? 


The President said in denial: “There 
was no rearmament of West Germany 
that started at all until after West Ger- 
many became a member of NATO in 
1954. East Germany had 50,000 troops 
under arms in 1950, and by 1953 had 
some 225,000 to 340,000 under arms.” 


At the Berlin conference in February 
1954, French Foreign Minister Bidault 
declared (and this was not denied by 
Seviet Foreign Minister Molotov): “What 
is known as the people's police in bar- 
racks (East Germany) is in fact an armed 
force of more than 100,000 men. It is 
equipped with tanks, aircraft and heavy 
armament, and to call this army a police 
force does not change the facts.” 


THERE IS NO DOUBT that the Rus- 
sians started the formation of the so- 
called barracks police—an army in fact— 
very early. A larger and more effective 
force was not built up because the Rus- 
sians realized that the barracks police had 
no loyalty to the imposed Communist 
regime in Germany. In fact, about 30,000 
of the barracks police have defected to 
West Germany over the years since its 
formation. 

The riots in June 1953 showed. how 
little sympathy the East German army 
had with repressive measures against the 
strikers. After this, there was a sub- 
stantial purge of disloyal elements. The 
further building of the force was predi- 
cated more on loyalty than on numbers. 
The Soviet army had 30 divisions—ap- 
proximately 400,000 men — in Eastern 
Germany and had little use for East 
German troops at the same time. 

West Germany had no troops at all 
then. The West has, in fact, been crit- 

icized by many statesmen for being slow 
to follow the lead of the Soviet Union in 
arming East Germany. 


Rearmament of West Germany was 
started in 1955 and has proceeded 
slowly. West Germany now has.seven 
divisions on paper, about 100,000 men. 
Three or four of these are in a fair 
state of training and readiness. 


Ultimately 12 are to be raised as a part 
of the NATO forces. Conscription is for 
12 months, which means that a soldier 
is released just as he is beginning to be- 
come combat-ready. Ultimate strength, 
including small naval and air forces, is 
to reach 250,000 men. 

The President may have been in error 
when he said that East German forces 
had reached 225,000 to 240,000 in 1953. 
In any event, the East German barracks 
police, or army, was larger then than 
now, having been reduced following the 
demonstration of its unreliability. 

According to informed sources, what is 
usually considered the East German 
army, amounting to 100,000 men, is now 
composed as follows: 


Fully organized troops 20,000 
Militia in reserve subject to 
training 12,000 
Security police ‘organized into 
military formations and 
armed as soldiers 20,000 
Secret police 8,000 


Soviet troops around Berlin or 
on the fringes and brigaded 
with East German troops 40,000 


THIS SOVIET ELEMENT is in addition 
to the 20 to 22 Soviet divisions stationed 
in East Germany. 


The three Western powers have 
about 10,000 troops in West Berlin, of 
whom 8000 are in combat formations. 
There are 15,000 to 16,000 West Berlin 
police, but these are strictly city-type 
police. 


A look at the present composition of 
the East German forces shows why Sec- 
retary of Defense Neil H. McElroy said 


at his press conference Thursday that he 
did not see how a conflict in East Ger- 
many could be held to a limited war and 
“I don’t see how you could avoid involv- 
ing Russian forces.” 

The Russian forces are so enmeshed

with the East German forces that for any 
action involving more men than a bat- 
talion—600 to 1000 men—Soviet troops 
would inevitably participate. 


VERY EARLY in any resort to force in 
East Germany, conflict with the Soviet 
troops would be involved just as surely 
as Chinese or North Korean troops would 
find themselves facing American troops 
in a renewal of the Korean war. 


The forces of United States, Great 
Britain and France in Western Europe 
are about 10 or 11 divisions, well 
armed and trained and backed up with 
substantial tactical air forces. 


If the issue over Berlin resulted in a 
war limited initially to the extent that 
nuclear weapons were not used, it is ap- 
parent that the three Western powers 
would have about one-half the strength 
of conventional Soviet and East German 
forces. 


All the planning for the defense of 
Western Europe, or European conflict, 
has been based on the idea of making 
up for limited manpower by using nu- 
clear weapons. These are available with 
ranges of from 15 to 600 miles. There 
is an ample supply of nuclear tactical 
bombs for use by the tactical air forces. 


This is the framework within which 
decisions have to be made by the West- 
ern Big Three. If, after the Soviet 
Union signs a peace treaty with East 
Germany and turns over its controls 
to the puppet government, the East 
German border forces attempt to pre- 
vent access to Berlin by allied con- 
voys, a decision to force a way through, 
no matter how small the scale with 
which it commences, can result in de- 


feat or resort to tactical atomie 
weapons. 
In the Pentagon it is felt, however, 


that any unwillingness to make the test, 
or lack of courage to face the conse- 
quences, will result in defeat. In cone 
trast, it is felt that, if it is made per- 
fectly clear that the West will not retreat 
from its obligations, no matter what the 
threat, means of accommodation will be 
found by the Soviet Prime Minister. 

The result of a timorous approach toe 
the crisis is considered certain defeat. 
The result of a courageous approach is 
not certain, but it could be maintenance 
of the Western position without war. This 
is the way it looks in the Pentagon. 


NEITHER SIDE wants a full-scale nu- 
clear war. The Soviet leaders are believed 
to realize the results of such a war more 
than the Western leaders. The aggres- 
sive action in this case was taken by the 
Soviet Union. In spite of the long limb 
Khrushchev has crawled out on, he can 
crawl back without too much difficulty, 
it is believed. 

Khrushchev has announced that, re- 
gardiess of whether the West particl- 
pates, the Soviet Union will sign a peace 
treaty with East Germany. Soviet re- 
sponsibilities for access to Berlin will 
then be turned over to the East German 
regime. 

It is presumed the East German pup- 
pet government will act toward Western 
access to Berlin in accordance with 
orders from the Soviet Union. Thus re- 
treat would be easy for Khrushchev, it is 
said, if the West is firm. He could order 
the East German government to make 
the necessary arrangements to permit 
Western access. 

Probably nothing so simple and 
straightforward as outright blockade will 
take place, however, it is believed at the 
Pentagon. What is more probable is an 
increasing harassment, nothing large 
enough at any one time for the West to 
make a major issue of, but rather an 
anti-climax and a wearing down of the 
determination of the allied powers and a 
campaign of threats and harassment 
against West Berlin. 


THE CURRENT Soviet campaign, dis- 
guised as promoting the unification of 
Germany and at the same time eliminat- 
ing the “cancer” of four-power occupae- 
tion of Berlin, is believed to have a single 
real object. This is to get the allied 
powers out of Berlin. This prosperous 
and democratic city, 110 miles inside East 
Germany, accentuates the misery of the 
surrounding Communist state to such a 
degree that East Germany cannot exist 
around it as a Communist puppet. The 
Western show window is subversive to 
the dreary dictatorship. 

There is no chance that the peace 
treaty proposed by the Soviet Union with 
East and West Germany, or with a con- 
federation of the two German states, will 
be accepted by the Western powers or 
Western Germany. 

It provides for “parity” in central gov- 
ernmental agencies for East and West 
Germany. This means that the puppet 
government of 17,000,000 East Germans 
would have equal authority on issues 
within the confederation with the demo- 

eratic government of West’ Germany 
with a population of more than 50,000,000, 

It provides also for freedom of action 
of the Communist party and Communist 
bloc organizations in West Germany. It

To Save Our Heritage 


The Landmarks Association of 
St. Louis is a grassroots move- 
ment shocked into action by the 
threat to the Lewis Bissell house 
and by the realization that St. 
Louis, through indifference and 
neglect, has destroyed much that 
gave the city beauty and a quality 
of continuity. 

If such a preservation group 
had existed even 20 years ago, we 
might have saved the homes of 
two fur traders, John W. Johnson 
and Jean Baptiste Roy: the old 
National Hotel, which opened its 
doors in 1833; the Merchant's Ex- 
change, the old Custom House at 
Third and Olive and others. 

Some were beautiful as build- 
ings, some were the scene of im- 

rtant events, but all could have 
een rehabilitated for use as mod- 
ern offices, restaurants, or homes. 


They would have given the city 
a distinction and an interest which 
the parking lots marking their 
sites can never do. 

But much remains, perhaps not 
so much in terms of individual 
buildings as in neighborhood 
areas where the flavor of the past 
lingers and which, with guidance 
and encouragement, could be 
made to bloom again and fill the 
continuing need for homes and 
shops and side-yard gardens. 


It is essential for St. Louis that 
the old DeMenil house be saved 
as well as the handsome stone 
mansion in the Mill Creek Valley 
area at West Pine and Leffing- 
well, built by Col. John Knapp. 
The latter was not only a distin- 
guished publisher but also the 
militia officer who broke his 
sword rather than surrender it to 
Gen. Lyon at nearby Camp Jack- 
son in 1861. 

Here and there throughout St. 
Louis a careful search will reveal 
other buildings, whose part in the 
history of the city and the nation 
have been forgotten today, but 
which will merit preservation.

Geneva’s llth Hour 


The Geneva conference on suspension of 
nuclear tests is generally thought to be near 
a breakdown. After four months of talks, the 
great barrier to agreement remains what it 
was at the beginning—not the technical prob- 
lem of devising a detection system to police a 
test ban, but the political problem of agreeing 
on international control and inspection. 

Is the conference to be permitted to die 
with a whimper? The consequences would be 
so serious that every conceivable effort is called 
for to avoid such a tragic ending. This is the 
hour for a supreme act of statesmanship. 

Senator Frank Church of Idaho proposed 
last week that, rather than accept total fail- 
ure, our Government should offer to sign an 
agreement for the cessation of atmospheric 
explosions only. He felt that it might be pos- 
sible to establish an international inspection 
system for such a partial test suspension now, 
and later extend it to cover underground, 
underwater and outer space explosions. His 
plan is similar to that of Senator Gore, who 
suggested a unilateral suspension of atmos- 
pheric explosions for three }years during which 
an attempt would be made to negotiate a 
controlled agreement.

Either the Church plan or the Gore plan 
would be better than nothing, but before re- 
sorting to them the West ought, we think, to 
make a supreme effort to solve the basic 
problem which blocks agreement on a full- 
fledged treaty—the problem of the veto in 
the control commission. 

In a limited sense, something like the Gore 
and Church plans is already in effect. A 
de facto suspension of tests has been opera- 
tive ever since the Russians’ last explosions 
early in December. The nuclear powers have 
a duty to do better if they can. 

Britain and America have been arguing for 
a control commission composed of seven na- 
tions—three Western, two Communist, and 
two neutral—which would operate wy ma- 
jority vote except in certain cases. Unanimity 
of the three nuclear powers would be re- 
quired—which is to say that decisions could 
be vetoed—for the appointment of an admin- 
istrator, the selection of sites for control 
posts, amendment of the treaty, and changes 
in operating methods of the inspection sys- 
tem. Other decisions would be by majority 
vote. 

But the Russians are afraid that the ma- 
jority might be pro-Western and anti-Soviet. 
Their fear may be groundless, but it is under- 
standable, for the majority would almost in- 
evitably be non-Communist. If the shoe were 
on the other foot, would the U.S. Senate ratify 
a treaty calling for a control commission ruled 
by a majority of Communist nations? 

It is this impasse that requires an act of 
statesmanship to resolve. How to set up a 
truly international control commission which 
can function, and yet will not serve the inter- 
est of any particular nation? Perhaps the 
basis for a solution can be found in enlarging 
the role of neutrals on the commission, and 
in making any national obstruction of its op- 
erations cause for abrogation of the treaty. 


Suppose a test ban were in effect, policed 
by a commission composed of the three nu- 
clear powers and four neutrals. Suppose a 
control station detected earth shocks which 
led the inspectors to believe a nuclear explo- 
sion might have taken place in Country X. 
The commission majority votes to send a sur- 
vey party to the site. Country X votes No 
and bars the way. Would not that very act 
amount to verification of the commission’s 
suspicions? Would it not amount to prima 
facie evidence that the treaty had been vio- 
lated? And would not the other parties then 
be fully justified in withdrawing from the 
treaty, in taking measures against the viola- 
tor, and in resuming tests of their own—espe- 
cially if the treaty itself provided for self- 
abrogation in such event? 

Perhaps the Geneva impasse is insoluble 
by any means. But Prime Ministers Macmil- 
lan and Khrushchev bound themselves last 
week to continue striving for “an agreement 
to stop nuclear weapons tests under an effec- 
tive system of international inspection and 
control.” The world cannot afford to let the 
conference die without the utmost effort to 
reach that goal. 


Early-Rising Buckwheat 

Kenneth Harris, who lives near Anabel in 
Macon county, grows his own buckwheat, 
grinds his own meal and has his own scientific 
formula for making buckwheat cakes. “Plan 
your day in advance,” he says. “Prepare the 
concoction at 8:30 p.m. Be ready to have 
your wife serve you at 4:30 a.m. I have found 
this batter reaches its maximum at 4:22 a.m. 
Terminal stage increases rapidly thereafter.” 

We approve Mr. Harris’s scholarly approach, 
including the use of buttermilk and a spoon 
of molasses, and side-dressing of preserves or 
sorghum, but he has carried science too far— 
or not far enough. While the science of the 
buckwheat cake indeed calls for overnight 
patience, the art of eating one calls for some- 
thing later than 4:30 a.m., even if there is a 
sure recipe for getting wives up at 4 o’clock. 

We know a hotel in Topeka, Kansas, whose 
buckwheat cakes reach terminal stage at 7:30 
a.m. or thereabouts. This batter also rises 
overnight, and once it is depleted, a customer 
must do without, or accept ordinary flapjacks. 
No bribery would lead a good chef to serve 
buckwheat cakes from new batter. 

It is all a matter of timing. Let us regard 
the buckwheat cake not as the night-blooming 
cereus, but more as a morning glory, basking 
in the glow of sunshine and strawberry pre- 
serves. Science be hanged. 


To a Volcano’s Top 


A bit of information as unusual as it was 
unexpected about the late President Walter 
Williams of the University of Missouri turned 
up at the Press Congress of the World which 
was held last week in Columbia in observance 
of the fiftieth anniversary of the School of 
Journalism which he founded. Bronzed, el- 
derly Virgilio Rodriguez Beteta of Guatemala 
was called to the rostrum to speak as the 
only one present who attended the First Press 
Congress of the World 43 years ago in San 
Francisco, With the grace of the Latins he 
quickly turned the compliment back to 
Missouri. |

He named it the 
Walter Williams Highway in appreciation of

Cervantes and Garesche 


The most important office on the city pri- 
mary ballot Tuesday is that of President of 
the Board of Aldermen. We favor Alderman 
A. J. Cervantes on the Democratic ballot and 
Richard L. Garesche on the Republican. Mr. 
Garesche is the only Republican candidate 
who has been making a serious campaign. 
Even he has been handicapped by the demor- 
alized state of his party; but we think he is 
the best qualified of the Republican aspirants. 

The Democratic contest between Mr. Cer- 
vantes and Alderman Alfred I. Harris has 
fallen into a pattern all too familiar in St. 
Louis over the last six years. It is in effect 
a continuation of the clash of forces within 
the Democratic party that has taken place at 
intervals ever since Mayor Tucker eked out 
his close primary victory over Mark Eagleton 
and the ward forces led by Tom Callanan. 
Mr. Callanan is no longer active; but while 
he was he fought the Mayor at every opportu- 
nity, and his successors, including Matt 
O’Neill of the Twenty-second ward, Mr. Har- 
ris’s patron, are still out to beat the Mayor. 

Mr. Cervantes is the candidate of the Mayor, 
of Comptroller Poelker, of retiring Alder- 
manic President Gunn, of some committeemen 
and, we would hope, of the majority of Inde- 
pendent Democrats. 

Mr. Harris is the candidate of most of the 
ward chiefs who followed Tom Callanan, a 
motley army of constables, magistrates, col- 
lectors, recorders, senators and a dog spotter 
or two. They are the Democratic profession- 
als who control the city’s “county offices,” 
the School Board, the Board of Aldermen and 
the city’s delegation to the Missouri Legisla- 
ture. 

In short, the pro-Harris forces control virtu- 
ally all aspects of local government in St. 
Louis with the exception of the Mayor’s of- 
fice, the Comptroller’s and the aldermanic 
presidency. The board president is acting 
mayor in the Mayor’s absence and succeeds 
to that office in the event of his death. Hand- 
ing over the nomination to the board presi- 
dency to Mr. Harris would have serious impli- 
cations for the future of good government in 
St. Louis. His record as an alderman has been 
marked by wild irresponsibility on municipal 
financing and by dedicated service to special 
interests, particularly the Bricklayers. He 
also has played the role of mouthpiece of 
the anti-Tucker Teamster interests. 

Independent Democrats who want to sup- 
port the Mayor in his latest battle with those 
who would take over the city and run it for 
their own benefit will vote for Alderman 
Cervantes on Tuesday. 


Oil and the Budget 


Both the President and the Congress were 
scolded by Walter Lippmann the other day 
for talking about a balanced budget while 
refusing to consider an increase in income 
taxes. But are higher rates the only answer? 

Representative Mills has pointed out time 
and again that only about a third of the na- 
tion’s income is being taxed. If the base 
were broadened, he argues, Government in- 
come would be substantially increased with- 
out a change in the income tax rates. Other 
men on Capitol Hill—notably Senators Doug- 
las, Proxmire and Williams—have urged that 
the tax base be broadened by plugging loop- 
holes, especially the 27.5 per cent oil deple- 
tion allowance. They would cut this to rough- 
ly 15 per cent. Exactly how much that would 
bring into the Treasury is uncertain, but the 
sum has been estimated at $300,000,000. 

‘A reduction in the allowance has been 
sought for more than a decade. President 
Truman made a strong appeal in 1950 and 
again in 1951. Bills to cut the allowance have 
been introduced in almost every session since 
then, but the oil lobby prevailed each time. 
Instead of reducing the allowance to the oil 
industry, Congress granted a 23 per cent 
allowance for uranium, sulphur and certain 
other strategic materials, a 10 per cent allow- 
ance for coal, asbestos and sodium chloride, 
and 5 per cent for certain clays, gravel, mol- 
lusk shells, peat, pumice, sand and shale. 
But the oil allowance continues an example 
of what the Harvard Business Review called 
“the erosion of the federal tax structure.” 

Proposals to reduce the allowance to 15 per 
cent again have been introduced in the Sen- 
ate and the House. If there is sincerity in 
the talk about balancing the budget, here is 
a first step toward broadening the tax base. 


Mistake at the Museum ° 


For 40 years the cathedral-high Sculpture 
Hall of the City Art Museum was filled by 
the towering equestrian figure of that old 
Italian soldier of fortune, Bartolommeo Col- 
leoni. The scale of the figure, regarded as 
“one of the noblest equestrian statutes in 
the world,” harmonized with the scale of the 
great hall. The grandeur of the hardy old 
mercenary on his charger matched the gran- 
deur of the hall. Thousands of eyes were 
drawn upward to the rugged features of the 
Venetian commander who defeated the Mila- 
nese time and again and then entered their 
service, to return to Venice only when, in 
1455, the Republic made him captain-general 
for life—or the 20 years he still had to live. 

Now this masterpiece of Andrea del Ver- 
rocchio, the Florentine teacher of Leonardo 
da Vinci, is gone from Art Hill. It has been 
smashed with sledges, and the fragments have 
been carted to a dump. Why? Charles Nagel, 
the museum’s director, said “the figure is a 
sort of a casualty of the moving of the mu- 
seum shop which is going into a bay at the 
side of the main hall.” Irony of ironies, a 
great cast is broken up to make space for the 
sale of little casts! Nagel said further that the 
destruction “‘was in line with a general mu- 
seum policy to get rid of casts and to keep on 
exhibition only original works.” 

Who can say where the “original” of the 
Colleoni now is? It was made of clay. The 
bronze statue in the Plaza of St. John and 
St. Paul in Venice also is a cast. Except for 
figures hewn out of stone or carved out of 
wood, or welded-together odds and ends of 
metal, all statues are casts.

Surely not every art student nor every art 
lover can be expected to tour the world to see 
its masterpieces. Should he see them, then, 
only in photographs? The museum which 
spurns casts of great sculpture only because 
they are casts has fallen victim to a touch of 
false pride.

What Mr. Macmillan Told the Russians 


Excerpts From British Prime Minister's Address Over Soviet Television 


Our small island is only five times 


larger than Moscow Oblast (Prov- 
ince), but 52,000,000 people live 
there. We have few natural re- 


sources except coal and some iron 
ore. That means that we have to 
live by the skill of our hands, the 
sweat of our brow and the inventive- 
ness of our minds. We must some- 
how earn enough to pay for the food 
and raw materials which we need 
and which we must bring from over- 
seas. 


It’s not surprising, therefore, that 
some of the 
world’s great bas- 
ic inventions have 
had their begin- 
nings in our little 
island. We need- 
ed them. 

In our own 
time, those inven- 
tions have includ- 
ed radar, the jet engine and peni- 
cillin, and the first television pic- 
tures ever to be transmitted. were 
seen in Britain more than 30 years 
ago. 

Today in this atomic age our sci- 
entists have pioneered in harness- 
ing atomic power to man’s needs. 

We are a nation which lives by 
trade. There you have a key to 
understanding our approach to af- 
fairs. A nation living by trade needs 
peace. It also needs other people 
to be prosperous. Peace it needs 
because only then can trade flow 
freely backward and forward. And 
other people’s prosperity it needs 
because only in that way can there 
be good markets for its products. 

That is why we welcome competi- 
tion in economic matters. We be- 
lieve that this is good for all of us. 
lt is very important to raise the 
standard of living and to wage the 
war against poverty. 

But the Gospel says man cannot 
live by bread alone. We believe that 
man has a spiritual destiny also. 
Every individual should have free- 
dom to develop his personality. On 
this foundation, our whole political 
system is built. 


We hold that the state exists for 
man. In our small island, we have 
thought a lot about political philos- 
ophy and we have worked out our 
system gradually over a period of 
a thousand years. 

Of course, the result is not per- 
fect, but we think it represents a 
good compromise between the rights 
of the individual and the demands 
of the state. For the problem of the

organized society is really how to 
combine order and freedom. 

You may think it a curious sys- 
tem which allowed our great war 
leader, Sir Winston Churchill, to be 
turned out of office as soon as he 
had achieved victory. As a poli- 
tician, I myself have been a candi- 
date in 10 Parliamentary elections: 
sometimes I have won; sometimes I 
have lost. When I won I thought to 
myself that the system was excel- 
lent; when I lost perhaps I had my 
doubts. All the same our system 
works well and suits our needs. 

The British system is essentially 
flexible. Its fundamentals are free 
and secret elections, freedom to dis- 
cuss and argue, compromise and tol- 
eration in public affairs, and the 
absolute separation of the executive

and the judiciary. With various 
local changes, this system has spread 
through many parts of the world. 

What used to be called the British 
Empire is now the Commonwealth. 
This is a free association of 600,000,- 
000 people of every race and creed 
which stretches right round the 
world. 

This is not a military alliance. It 
has no written rules of membership. 
It is an association of people who 
found that they shared the same 
ideas about the organization of hu- 
man affairs. 

This Commonwealth association is 
still growing in numbers, Since the 
war, five nations have joined it, and 
we expect that others will follow. 
We do not seek to impose our system 
on anyone. At the same time, we 
hold it very dear ourselves, We be- 


lieve that it makes a real contribu- 
tion in the world. 

You may well ask: If British policy 
is so pacific and so reasonable, why 
then are the relations between our 
two countries not better? Well, the 
reasons are complicated, and go back 
to all sorts of misunderstandings and 
perhaps mistakes. 

But I suppose the real reason is 
this: that we each see the world dif- 
ferently. We take a different view 
of life and politics. All the same, we 
are all men and women, and I am 
sure we have much more in common 
than many people would admit. So 
we must somehow establish confi- 
dence between our countries and 
governments. How are we to do this? 
I would suggest three ways. 

First, we should each avoid acts 
which disturb the existing position 
anywhere in the world to the other’s 
disadvantage; for such acts must, to 
use your Prime Minister’s words, 
produce dangerous situations. 

Secondly, let us recognize that 
each side needs concrete reassur- 
ances. Words are not enough. Deeds 
count. 

Thirdly, let us see if we can make 
a start and go forward step by step. 
Agreement on one thing leads to 
agreement on another. It is the first 
step that counts. That is why I am 
here. 


There is one other practical step 
that I would also advocate. Visits 
by delegations such as mine are all 
very well in their way. But what we 
really need is thousands of visits to 
each other’s countries by ordinary 
people. Nothing would do more to 
help understanding. 

Tourism between us is increasing, 
let it grow much more. We have 
never refused a visa to a Soviet tour- 
ist, so come to see us. Our people 
will certainly come to visit you. 


In the present state of the world, 
military conflict between great pow- 
ers can bring victory to no one, but 
must mean disaster for all. 

Similarly, in the political field, an 
attempt to gain total victory may 
well produce disaster. So let us work 
together with patience and under- 
standing.

But the differences are su- 
perficial in light of what seems 
to be a common inclination to 
talk it out. The winds out of 
Moscow blow hot and cold, and 
this alternation of the yes and 
the no, the stern and the soft, 
is likely to be the rhythm of 
the coming weeks. Beneath the 
surface rhythm, however, is a 
similar desir to negotiate that 
seems almost certain to prevail. 


The odds at the moment are 
on a foreign ministers confer- 
ence in Geneva or Vienna, 
probably the latter, to be held 
at scme point between April 15 
and May 15. Furthermore, it is 
likely that this will be followed 
by a summit meeting in the 
early summer. 

If inspired reports out of 
Paris are correct. Chancellor 
Adenauer of West Germany 
and President De Gaulle of 
France agreed at their recent 
get-together that East and West 
would sit around a conference 
table and probably at the sum- 
mit. Both leaders have been 
skeptical of the value of such 
a confrontation. 

President’s Reactions, 


The President has rejected 
consistently the counsel] of 
those who regard May 27 as an 
inevitable deadline for which 
urgent preparation must be 
made. For the most part, the 
advice to prepare militarily and 
psychologically for a showdown 
has come from Democrats such 


as former Secretary of State 
Dean Acheson and Senator 
Thomas J. Dodd of Con- 
necticut. 


While he did not specifically 
respond at his last press con- 
ference to the Acheson pro- 
posal for putting NATO forces 
on an alert status, the Presi- 
dent ruled out the idea of 
“mobilization.” He called it 
disastrous, an invitation to a 
garrison state. It was a firm 
and positive “no” to the grow- 
ing clamor for action, and the 
President reflected a strong 
conviction of the need to hold 
steady and avoid anything that 
might further jeopardize the 
peace. 

Similarly, he has rejected the 
counsel — most of it coming 
from outside his Administra- 
tion and his party—to expand 
the defense budget and speed 
up the development and pro- 
duction of intercontinental mis- 
siles. He said “no” in response 
to appeals for greater spend- 
ing to put the Strategic Air 
Command on an air alert, in- 
stead of the present 15-minute 
ground alert. 

British Vs. U.S. Stands. 

Certain differences exist 
between the British and the 
American positions. Macmillan 
indicates a much greater will- 
ingness than exists here to 
discuss disengagement and the 
reduction of the forces of East 
and West in Germany. The 
Prime Minister apparently is 
also more willing to talk about 
an agreement to suspend atom- 
ic tests. which would be lim- 
ited to those in the atmosphere. 

Macmillan’s viewpoint re- 
flects the greater pressure in 
Britain for truly meaningful 
negotiation with the Russians. 
He cannot ignore those pres- 
sures without further weaken- 
ing the Conservative chances 
for re-election. This is a real- 


ity which the President and | 


other policy-makers might well 
bear in mind when Macmillan 
comes to Washington. 

It is hardly an exaggera- 
tion to say that the future 
of the Western, alliance de- 
pends in no émall degree 
on the way in which the dif- 
ferences are composed in a 
common approach to a new 
negotiation. 

In a speech in Boston Thurs- 
day, Adlai E. Stevenson said 
that the President spoke for 
all Americans when he 
clared that we would not give 
in to force. But at the same 
time, Stevenson called for ne- 
gotiation at the summit or any 
other level. This reflects a 
readiness to follow the Presi- 
dent’s lead in standing firm, 
if standing firm is matched 
with willingness to explore the 
way out of a trap, a trap that 
can be sprung with catastro- 
phic consequences.

The kind of pre- 
paration essential to a summit 
meeting, as Mr. Eisenhower 
sees it, could never come out 
of such limited discussion. 

But the belief here is that 
this is a bargaining position 
and Moscow is aware that the 
West would never agree to talk 
on these terms. With a further 
exchange of notes, the agenda 
will be broadened to include 
the suspension of atomic tests, 
European security, disarma- 
ment and perhaps disengage- 
ment in Central Europe and a 
thinning out of armed forces 
in a middle zone, it is believed. 

The second obstacle is with 
regard to the level at which 
East and West Germany would 
participate. In their reply to 
the original Soviet proposal for 
a conference on a German 
peace treaty, the Western 
powers indicated that the Ger- 
mans from both East and West 
could come as observers. If 
Moscow should insist, and there 
is some indication of this in 
the newest note, that they sit 
at the conference table as par- 
ticipants, the West would balk, 
because this would give East 
Germany de facto recognition 
and a status equal to that of 
the Bonn government. 

Gaitskell’s Reasoning. 

Western diplomats tend to be 
more realistic about a for- 
eign ministers meeting than 
American officials. They quote 
the statement made by Hugh 
Gaitskell, leader of the Labor 
party opposition, in the House 
of Commons in the debate fol- 
lowing MacMillan’s return 
from Moscow. Gaitskell 
pointed out that, with Dulles 
hospitalized for an indefinite 
period, with De Gaulle com- 
petely dominating the French 
picture, and with Andrei 
Gromyko a mere echo of 
Khrushchev, a foreign minis- 
ters meeting would be a fairly 
empty exercise. 

Gaitskell might have added, 
if the rules governing House 
of Commons debate had not ex- 
cluded it, that Britain's for- 
eign minister, Selwyn Lloyd, 
carries little weight. He is 
overshadowed by MacMillan, 
and there is little respect for 
his capacity, 

When President Eisenhower 
talks about preparation at the 
lower level for a summit meet- 
ing, he means preliminary 
agreement which would then 
be ratified by the heads of gov- 
ernment in a brief and more 
or less formal session. Whether 
this would be possible is high- 
ly doubtful. 

Eisenhower Needs Dulles. 


What Khrushchev wants is 
plain—to sit down across from 
the President and bargain with 
him face to face. And it is 
here that the most ticklish 
question of all with respect to 
negotiation comes up. Without 
Dulles, with his broad knowl- 
edge and authority at his 
elbow, is President Eisenhower 
prepared to negotiate with the 
tough-minded Khrushchev? Al- 
most no one asks this question 
out loud, but it is in many 
minds. 

The President has had three 
major illnesses since he has 
been in the White House. 
When he announced that he 
would run for re-election three 
years ago, he said that he would 
never again be able to give full 
time and concentration to the 
Presidency. In his six years 
in office, he has delegated to 
Dulles greater authority than | 
any President has ever given 
to his Secretary of State.

The United States and the 
United Nations hav~ “done 
more” for Bolivia, in propor- 
tion to its size, than for almost 
any other nation.

Certain- 
ly there is no indication in the 
violence of the last few days 
that Bolivians are grateful. 

United States officials have 
been forced to acknowledge 
that something has gone wrong. 
Just what has happened and 
what can be done about it is 
not yet clear. 

The incident that triggered 
the demonstrations was publi- 
cation in a Latin American edi- 
tion of Time magazine of an 
article quoting an unidentified 
United States embassy official 
as quipping that the only solu- 
tion to Bolivia’s problems was 
to “abolish Bolivia and let its 
divide the country 
and its problems among them- 
selves.” 

Government Reaction. 

The Bolivian government de- 
scribed the article as “injurious 
to the national honor and in- 
admissible to the Bolivian peo- 

le.” 

The trouble arose because 
the magazine quoted an Ameri- 
can official, who also was said 
to have asserted ‘“‘we don’t have 
a damn thing to show” for 
American aid, and that “‘we’re 
wasting money.” The United 
States has denied any embassy 
officer made such remarks, but 
the impression was left that 
the unidentified person ex- 
pressed an official viewpoint. 

The fact the Bolivians took 
the alleged remarks as serious- 
ly as they did may be difficult 
at first glance for North Amer- 
icans to understand. 

The population of Bolivia is 
only about 3,300,000 (though 
the country is the size of Texas 
and California combined).

IN DECEMBER 1956 front page 
heaalines spread the news of the arrest 
on a charge of murder of a 57-year-old 
aoctor in Eastbourne, England. The 
Post-Dispatch headline read: DOCTOR 
CHARGED AFTER INQUIRY INTO 20 
DEATHS. And from then until the trial 
at the Old Bailey in the following April 
the story was seldom out of the head- 
lines. 

For it was, as the news stories 
stressed, one of the most sensational 
murder cases in British criminal his- 
tory. Much was made of the fact that 
the charge had climaxed, as the UP 
story said, “one of the most painstak- 
ing murder investigations in Scotland 
Yard history, and foreshadowed more 
sensational developments to come.” 

Dr. John Bodkin Adams was charged 
with killing with drugs one of his pa- 
tients, an 82-year-old wealthy widow, 
the alleged motive being to inherit a 
small legacy he knew she had willed 
him. It was known that he had inher- 
ited from other elderly patients and 
rumor connected him with the deaths 
under similar mysterious circumstances 
of other wealthy widows in the East- 
bourne area. Thus the public was pre- 
pared for one of the juiciest murder 
trials in history, made even more sen- 
sational by the fact that the alleged 
crime had occurred six years previous- 
ly, in November 1950. Probably very 
few of the readers of the daily press 
doubted the accused’s guilt, so strong 
was the impression these stories had 
created.

THE SERPENT AND THE TORTOISE:

IN A BOOK PUBLISHED last 
year in England—at about the time 
the volume under review here was be- 
ing put to press—the longtime Peking 
resident Professor C. P. Fitzgerald 
made the observation that one return- 
ing to that fantastic Chinese capital 

felt as if he had not been away for a 

mere six years (as Professor Fitzgerald 

had), but rather for a century or more. 
This is by way of showing what a 

dynamic foree is the Communist 
Chinese monolith now emerging behind 
the so-called Bamboo Curtain—a state 
which is going forward not by steady 
progress, but by gigantic leaps and 
strident bounds, And this is the China 
which M. Edgar Faure, twice Premier 
of France, visited in 1957 and recorded 
in “The Serpent and the Tortoise.” 


M. Faure’s account is quite distinct 
from the growing shelf of books on the 
new China—most of them written by 
British, French, Australian, and Ger- 
man newsmen in recent years. For this 
former French premier makes no at- 
tempt to describe the visible signs of a 
new China, but rather devotes his slim 
and readable book to a study of the 
current politics of this vast nation. 

Much of his book is devoted to char- 
acteristically Chinese developments 
such as the “rectification campaigns,” 
the experiment to let the Hundred 
Flowers blossom, and the recent and 
much discussed movement against de-

THIS YEAR, the centennial of Dar- 
win’s ,.book “The Origin of Species,” is 
sure to contribute much to the bulk of 
published Darwiniana, and Harcourt, 
Brace’s “first complete” edition of the 
autobiography is a worthy beginning. 


Previous editions have always omit- 
ted the Master’s blunt comments on 
religion, in deference to the wishes of 
his wife, They are here, together with 
several unpublished letters and the 
running record of Darwin's dispute 
with novelist Samuel Butler, docu- 
mented well beyond its significance. 


The picture of the young Darwin pre- 
sented in these pages is sketchy, and 
notable only for its lack of a hint of 
future greatness. He was as indifferent 
to his studies as his teachers were to 
him. An early interest in nature and 
wildlife turned to such a passion for 
hunting that his father was driven to 
the famous prophetic blunder: “You 
care for nothing but shooting, dogs, 
and rat-catching, and you will be a 
disgrace to yourself and all your 
family.” 

Nearly by accident, this interest was 
to take another turn, finally besting 
Darwin's successive resolves to become 
a doctor and a clergyman. In his last 
years at Cambridge he worked with the 
scientist Henslow, who was to recom- 
mend him for the post of naturalist on 
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viationism. Recent years have witnessed 
many such activities—all carried on by 
a sort of feverish enthusiasm for a 
time. But their purpose has not been 
too clear to western observers. What 
these movements have shown, M. 
Faure suggests, is that the Chinese 
prefer large-scale campaigns with much 
fanfare in furthering the Communist 
aims—rather than achieving these ob- 
jectives through the liquidation of op- 
posing elements. 


TO M. FAURE, the confusion re- 
sulting in Western minds is due to the 
“peculiar logic of Chinese communism 
(which) has no relation to Western 
logic.” The Chinese represent a world 
of their own, M. Faure observes, which 
will not conform to what the West con- 
siders as its own norms. The “un- 
dulatory mechanics” of Chinese com- 
munism, as a result, puzzle the West, 
he adds. 


M. Faure frankly discusses the role 
of Formosa in the Chinese reality. 
“Our principal trump,” he emphasizes, 
“is to renounce a fiction. Not merely 
the fiction of the China of Taipeh as 
the fifth Power in the world and a 


- permanent member of the Security 


Council, for it is difficult to believe in 
it any longer even were it in the Pla- 
tonic cavern of the shades, but the sub- 
stantive fiction of the Two Chinas... 
In our hands this fiction has still an 
exchange value. Soon it will have less: 
soon it will have none at all.” 

These are sombre words indeed for 
Western statesmen wrestling with the 
problem of recognition of Communist 
China. There are some observers who 
would go M. Faure one step further—

scales of justice weighted in favor of 
the accused while at the same time 
seeing that nothing is whittled away

The defense witness 
flatly contradicted the chief prosecu- 
tion witness, while the evidence of the 
third doctor was of a border-line char- 
acter, of no particular help to either 
side. Truly, the whole case could be 
summed up in a sentence: When the 
experts can’t agree in a case that lies 
entirely within their field of special 
knowledge, what else can laymen do 
but bring in a verdict of Not Guilty? 


THIS BOOK SHOULD HAVE 
the greatest interest for both lawyers 
and doctors, as well as for devotees of 
crime mystery in general. It is this lay- 
man’s impression that the performance 
of the chief defense counsel, Mr. Geof- 
frey Lawrence, was exceptionally bril- 
liant. The way in which he succeeded 
in his cross-examinations of the prose- 
cution’s witnesses in making them vir- 
tually reverse the effect of their previ- 
ous testimony was masterly in the ex- 
treme. His efforts appear to have quite 
overshadowed those of his distinguished 
opponent, Attorney-General Sir Regi- 
nald Manningham-Buller. 


Also, I was impressed by the way His 
Lordship, Justice Sir Patrick Arthur 
Devlin, presided over the proceedings.

M. FAURE’S BOOK is a valuable

indeed it is meeded, to the oft-voiced 
plea of American newspaper men that 
China be opened to them. 

We see China through M. Faure's 
competent and frained observer's eyes 
—but it is not quite like having Amer- 
icans viewing the new China. The time 
must come when American newspaper 
men and Ameriaans of M. Faure’s 
status—perhaps Adlai E. Stevenson is 
the best comparison—go into China 
and report back to America on what is 
happening to one-fifth of humanity. 
That one-fifth may well be more like 
one-fourth by 1970 when the Chinese 
population edges up to one billion 
people, and M. Faume’s contention is 
that the West, and particularly the 
United States, cannot'‘continue to ig- 
nore a nation increasing in population 
by over 20,000,000 every 365 days.

BUTWAS DARWIN a genius? His 
own words don’t confirm the three 
facets of the public image—tempera- 
ment, all-pervasive insight, and lasting 
influence.

me.” But this was before TV interviews 
and product endorsements. 

Throughout the book Darwin de- 
scribes illustrious men of his acquaint- 
ance, among them Huxley, Lyell, and 
Carlyle, who contributed much to sci- 
ence or to the intellectual life of their 
time. He is so determinedly charitable, 
though, that I suspect his occasiomal 
mild reservation must tab a complete 
blackguard. 

On religion, the previously unpub- 

lished 10 pages record Darwin's initial 
misgivings and ultimate disbelief, on 
scientific and humanistic grounds, in 
the doctrines of Christianity. He kept 
silent until the last years of his life 
out of the intense distaste for contro- 
versy which was so ironic in the man 
who caused the greatest intellectual 
donnybrook of his age. 
AND WHAT HAS happened to the 
controversy since? Beside the “Auto- 
biography” on my shelf sits a volume 
of T. H. Huxley. In one of its essays, 
Huxley, writing in 1879, passes out the 
news that the fight is over, the battle 
won. Making the page is a clipping 
reporting the results of a survey taken 
last year: half the people questioned 
did not know who Darwin was or what 
he did.

the Diplomats

IN THESE DAYS of 
brinkmanship and bluster, 
the life of a diplomat is not 
an envied one and we are 
likely to get an erroneous 
impression that our emis- 
saries spend all their time 
decoding intercepted mes- 
sages, engaging in plots and 
intrigues and being harassed 
generally. 

Actually diplomats the 
world over have lots of spare 
time and they try to spend 
it enjoyably. There is con- 
siderable entertaining among 
the legations, who in large 
capitals form a sort of sepa- 
rate society, thrown upon it- 
self. 


Author Lawrence Durrell’s 
experience as a press officer 
in Britain’s foreign service, 
mostly in the Balkans, has 
furnished him with material 
for a collection of sketches 
about the lighter side of life 
among the diplomats. An- 
trobus, a career diplomat, is 
the narrator, and Polk- 
Mobray, the ambassador, is 
usually the victim of the so- 
cial catastrophes related. 


Polk-Mobray is especially 
amusing the night he acci- 
dentally swallows a large 
moth while entertaining a 
Yugoslav delegation. Rush- 
ing over to the sideboard to 
drown the taste of powdery 
moth wings in the wine of 
his own country, he collides 
with his butler who is bring- 
ing in a flaming dish of 
plum pudding. Bits of blaz- 
ing pudding are splattered 
upon the puzzled Yugoslavs, 
who are not certain whether 
the flames on their lapels 
are part of some Druidic 
ceremonial revived by the 
eccentric British, and who 
likewise cannot understand 
the strange fit of strangled, 
face-purpling coughs which 
takes over Polk-Mobray’s un- 
derlings. 


The resurgent Lawrence 
Durrell has never been at a 
loss for a witticism, but it 
is a pleasing event to have 
him stake out a special cor- 
ner for himself with these 
chucklesome anecdotes.

Sixteenth Century Paris 


THE PARIS OF HENRY OF NAVARRE AS SEEN BY PIERRE 
DE L’ESTOILE: SELECTIONS FROM_ HIS MEMOIRES- 
JOURNAUX, translated and edited by Nancy Lyman Roel- 
ker.

FRANCE AND PARIS OF THE LATTER DEC- 
ADES of the sixteenth century are probably less familiar 
to American readers than are the England and London of 
those same years. Yet they were critically significant for 
France and the rest of Europe as well as for Elizabethan Eng- 
land. An excellent opportunity to observe life in Paris then 
through the eves of an astute, perceptive observer and par- 
ticipant is presented in this book. 

Miss Roelker has provided an admirable selection of ex- 
tracts from the diaries of Pierre de 1’Estoile, clerk-in-chief 


of the Parlement of Paris, the highest French court in those: 


days. The Memoires-Journaux of de 1’Estoile have long been 
known as a‘ valuable repository of information concerning 
France in the years of the wars of religion, the Holy League 
and the reigns of Henry III and of Henry of Navarre, who 
became Henry IV. The very bulk of these diaries, however, 
has made them virtually unavailable to all except specialists. 
Now, in this well-arranged collection, one may read about the 
life and conflicts of those years with relative ease. 

The book covers the years from May, 1574 through January, 
1599, a period which marked developing religious conflicts be- 
tween the Catholics and Huguenots, turning France into a 
battlefield for some 30 years; the creation of the Holy League, 
the political and religious organization that opposed the royal 
claims of Henry of Navarre; and the ultimate triumph of 
Henry of Navarre after the assassination of Henry III. Pierre 
de l’Estoile’s observations are the on-the-spot records of a 
man close to highly placed individuals and to critical events. 


DE L’ESTOILE’S WAS A VOICE of moderation and 
good sense in times when hatred, fanaticism and insanely 
foolish deeds often seemed to prevail. He was a stanch Catho- 
lic but an equally stanch Frenchman. He reveals strong reli- 
gious convictions but equally strong patriotism, allegiance to 
his church but disgust for those who in the name of the 
Catholic Church would betray France to Philip II of Spain 
or to a foreign Pope. Hence de l'Estoile hated the Holy 
League as a tool of the enemies of France, and he was loyal 
first to the weak Henry III and later to Henry IV. 

The book offers a lively view of what it was to live in 
Paris then. De |’Estoile describes epidemics, near-famines, 
threats of flood and the dread of violence and death in the 
midst of religious and poljtical hatred. He offers many 
glimpses of court life, of elaborate ceremony and display, 
of the carryings-on of Henry III and his favorites and of 
Henry IV and his mistress. The diarist’s comments frequently 
are enlivened by a dry, ironic, sometimes bitter wit. 

Miss Roelker has edited these selections with discretion 
and skill to make a book useful to the scholar and interesting 
to the lay reader.

MOVE OVER, MUNCHAUSEN; Sholomir’s en the 
march! And the march he describes here was nothing less 
than a largely pedestrian progress from Johannesburg, South 
Africa, to Cairo with a beautiful girl as his sole companion, 
Gear? Only what they could carry. Weapons? None. 
Money? Next to none. Plans? To travel, afoot so far as 
possible, with the minimum of equipment; to accept such 
proffered gifts as suited their purpose at any time; to sleep 
in the bush much of the time; to make money for essentials 
by such means as magic shows. Object? To seek to dis- 
cover an Africa unfamiliar to tourists, guide books, film 
scenarios or Sunday-serial journalism. 

Many incidents that the travellers participated in or barely 

survived would fit into one of those throbbing Bwanaland 
epics made in Hollywood. Even a slice of plot and suspense 
is served. Will Jack and Joy succeed in eluding the unsym- 
pathetic customs officers? Will Jack succeed in saving the 
toothsome Joy from lecherous Arabs? Will—but the reader 
is far ahead of me, except in particulars. 
THESE ABOUND IN A BOOK no one could accuse 
of verbosity. Jack describes the Xosa ceremony for admis- 
sion to manhood in a scene that yields not a syllable te 
Zola’s jagged naturalism. Jack and Joy spend more than a 
week with gypsies, who travel in modern, expensive cars, 
one of them a Cadillac. Later our young lovers join a 
moribund circus; they see a devoted native servant of theirs 
torn to pieces by crocodiles at the Kahander Islands near 
Victoria Falls; they miraculously miss being eaten alive by 
safari ants and burned alive in a covered wagon. They meet 
filed-tooth natives who nonchalantly suck each other’s blood 
through straws inserted in their flesh: “The upper parts of 
their bodies were pocked with the scars of tiny cuts.” 

The adventures make fascinating addenda to such visceral 
meanderings as John Gunther's “Inside Africa” and the re- 
cent Atlantic Monthly piece, “Elephants Have the Right of 
Way,” about de luxe safaris. 

Hammock-borne travelers will heave and toss in their 
sleep after a few hours of Sholomir’s 5000-mile peregrina- 
tion, which also is documented by 25 photographs.

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Man in Art at Illinois Show 


Biennial American Exhibition Emphasizes Humanist Content

IN THE NINE SHOWS of painting 
and sculpture that it has organized since 
1948, the University of Illinois has put 
on view a far-and-wide panorkma of 
contemporary American art. 

These exhibitions are organized by 
three art school faculty members, who 
hit the road for several weeks on visits 
to studios, galleries, museums and pri- 
vate They corral works 
with signatures of established import- 
ance, and they seek out artists still on 
the threshold of general recognition. 

The ninth show, which opened last 
Sunday and runs through April 5, has 
works by 117 painters and 22 sculptors, 
of whom 38 and 14, respectively are 
represented in this show for the first 
time. The works came from 22 states 
and Hawaii. There are 17 women ar- 
tists, of whom two are sculptors. Sixty- 
eight of the artists have New York City 
addresses. 

The premise of the show two years 
ago and, implicitly, of this one, is that 
the image is winning its way back into 
American art; that while man as an 
element in painting and sculpture may 
be represented obliquely or ambiguous- 
ly, or may be seen with his face turned 
away, obscured or omitted entirely, he 
is, nevertheless, beginning to be around 
again somewhere. 

The current exhibition explores this 
manifestation in an overall emphasis 
on humanism and in its catalog text by 
Allen S. Weller, titled “The Image of 
Man in Contemporary Art.” 


THE SHOW PRESENTS a good 
deal of evidence, and quite persuasively, 
that Man Rides Again, but it doesn’t 
labor the point. The fact that it gives a 
numerical advantage to figurative and 
humanistic works over non-figurative 
and abstract expressionist ones could 
be interpreted as the reflection of a 
new direction. It also could be simply 
the effect of an inclination on the part 
of the judges to assemble a show on 
the theme of man in art. 

The idea of visiting an art exhibition 
with an ear to the ground to catch 
distant pulsations, an eye cocked for 
telltale signs, and the nostrils dilated 
to scent portents in the wind is a de- 
pressing one, anyway. An art exhibi- 
tion is an exhibition of art, not a 
message center; the artist is a creator, 
not a messenger boy. 

It is stimulating to find the world of 
man embodied in various artistic con- 
ceptions at the Illinois show. It should 
be possible to say this without getting 
all mixed up in the question of fidelity 
to this or that school of art. It should 
be possible to admire several paintings 
and not to admire several others with- 
out these isolated reactions taking on 
the nature of commitments as to whole 
movements. 

These remarks are interpolated in an 
effort to dispel the melancholy that 
seems to have descended on partisans 
of abstraction because this writer last 
Sunday quoted John Richardson's mis- 
givings that some abstract painting looks 
more like decor than art, and because 
of mention in a review of an abstract 
show that I was not overjoyed at all of 
it.

IN THE PURSUANCE of treaty 
agreements between the U.S.A. and 
the U.S.S.R., the State Department 
sent four American composers as cul- 
tural ambassadors to visit the musi- 
cians, music schools, conservatories, 
theaters, museums and cultural institu- 
tions of the U.S.S.R. for a month. 

We were received with a dignity, 
courtesy and gracious generosity far 
beyond the call of duty. In each city 
we were the honored guests of the 
Composers Union in collaboration with 
the Ministry of Culture; both highly 
organized and well fortified with budg- 
et and official jurisdiction. 

The Composers Union of the U.S.S.R. 
{is the official organization for com- 
posers. All doors open to those who be- 
long. Without affiliation, a composer 
would be helpless. The Composers Un- 
jon is a guild consisting of chapters 
representing all large cities and regions 
of the 15 republics of the U.S.S.R. 
Each local chapter is a composers pleb- 
iscite which elects its own members to 
represent them in the National Com- 
posers Union located in Moscow. Mem- 
bers of the National Composers Union 
elect their First Secretary and various 
committees who have jurisdiction at the 
national level. 

Young composers are admitted to 
the Composers Union on the strength 
of their accomplishments. Their aver- 
age initial income is about 24,000 rubles 
($6,000) per annum. 

YOUNG COMPOSERS are ex- 
pected to write incidental musie for 
cinema and theater, and to teach theory 
in primary and secondary music schools. 
Whenever a young composer has com- 
pleted a large work on his own initia- 
tive (symphony, concerto, opera or bal- 
let) he may submit it to a central com- 
mittee of composers, theorists, his- 
torian-critics and conductors who will 
decide whether he is entitled to public 
performance. If his work is conspicu- 
ously successful, it may be repeatedly 
performed, broadcast, recorded and 
published. Such large distribution of 
his work adds to his basic income and 
prestige. As his prestige develops, his 
opportunities and income pen, al Suc- 


by 
willing to accept. All successful com- 
posers and performers are expected to 
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viewer's total conviction or an artist's 
total possibilities. The one thing I ex- 
pect to stand for, first, last and always, 
is joy, especially in the spring. 


THE WORLD OF MAN that comes 
into view at Urbana proves to be not a 
neatly ordered realm with clearcut 
Boundaries and positive-thinking be- 
ings. It is, rather, a confusion of shad- 
owy creatures who seem beset by doubts 
and harassed by weird circumstances. 
Mighty little joy. If this is the way 
the world looks to artists, small wonder 
that they’d rather detour it. 


The image of man here is often 
treated more as the passive figure of 
an allegory than as the vigorous work- 
ing, building, fighting master of his fate 
that once pervaded art. Joseph Glas- 
co’s “Interior With Standing Man” 
shows a large male figure with head, 
hands, feet and organs diminished to 
vestigial proportions, the joints with 
doll-like articulation, the face expres- 
sionless. “The Blind Man,” by Harold 
Tovish, is a tight-lipped head of smooth, 
highly polished bronze with clouded 
plexiglas eyes. Ruth Ray’s painting,, 
“What Is Man?” presents a warrior in 
paper armor, his face covered by folds of 
paper; at his feet is a broken doll, inthe 
background a burning city. 

Abstraction and expressionism get at 
least token representation in such paint- 
ings as Albert Urban’s “Phoenix No. 
2,” a compressed dark composition; 
Robert Rauschenberg’s “Curfew,” which 
combines painting, collage and four 
Coca-Cola bottles in a cut-out niche. 
and in Lawrence Calcagno’s “White 
Painting No, II, 1958," an interweaving 
of brilliantly colored strokes on a white 
field. Calcagno, visiting professor of 
art at the university, will judge the 
St. Louis Artists’ Guild Oil and Sculp- 
ture show next week. 


THERE ARE TWO artists in the 
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C. V. Donovan (left) and Dean Allen S. Weller of Illinois University 
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show with St. Louis connections — 
Martyl, of Chicago, with “Northern 
Lights” in broad sweeps of tints and 
shadows, and Conrad Woods, with 
“Verde,” a collage of torn leather. 
Woods, who now lives in Connecticut, 
won first prize in last year’s Oil and 
Sculpture show at the Artists’ Guild. 
The only resident Missourian in the 
show is Julius Schmidt of Kansas City, 
with a 70-inch cast iron sculpture that 
combines human and machine motifs 
in a quite exciting entity. Two of his 
works of similar style were exhibited 
at a Washington University winter ex- 
hibition. 


The sculpture often dominates the 
show in its directness of statement, its 
concentrated impact and in a sort of 
daring that exploits the materials in 
unorthodox ways. A similar zest for 
adventure in painting materials is to be 
found in William Heaton’s “Heraldic 
Hedge,” done on galvanized steel with 
brass and steel “collage,” in Enrico 
Donati’s “Asparas,” which has a fres- 
co quality through its sand surface on 
oil, and in the rich palette knife tex- 
tures of Abraham Rattner’s “Moses.” 


“The artist’s powers as a force which 
can bring new forms of life into being 
become increasingly exciting,” wrote 
Allen S. Weller, dean of the School of 
Fine and Applied Arts, in the cata- 
logue. “The contemporary image of 
man is often couched in terms of the 
emergence of new organic forms of 
life, closely related to, but not identi- 
cal with, the traditional shapes and 
forms of man himself.” 

The jury of selection for the exhibi- 
tion were C. V. Donovan, W. F. Doolit- 
tle and J. D. Hogan. Purchase prizes 
totaling $7500 will be awarded in 
April.

teach the youth as evidence of their 
interest and faith in the future of the 
socialist state. Teaching is considered 
a privilege and an honor. No composer 
is forced to teach, but the expectations 
of his people are firm and constant. 

Official judgment of all composers 

seems to be based on “socialistic real- 
ism.” This does not prescribe precise 
techniques, but rather specifies clear 
communication by the composer evok- 
ing positive response from his public. 
The composer must confirm the ac- 
cepted traditions of his culture and yet 
add significant variations of his own 
invention which characterize the melo- 
dy of his people. 
ALL COMPOSERS MUST strive 
to achieve this peak of culture. Only 
the proportion of originality and tra- 
dition are in question. These are de- 
cisive factors determining the time 
span necessary for the public compre- 
hension of each work. 

If “socialistic realism” emphasizes 
immediate communication rather than 
originality, Soviet music will be rela- 
tively more traditional. This seems to 
be the ideal in the Soviet Union, and 
if the composer fails to fulfill these 
expectations, he is judged to be tech- 
nically unrealistic or socially remote— 
or both. Either defect is unacceptable. 

Thus the separate works are judged 
more severely than the composer. For 
instance, many of the works of Proko- 
fiev and Shostakovich were officially 
rejected and their authors reprimanded; 
but, nevertheless, both “Serge” and 
“Dimitri” have remained national he- 
roes and each new work has been eager- 
ly anticipated. 

The protagonists of “socialistic re- 
alism” also point out that no judg- 
ment is final. If after repeated hear- 
ings the public disagrees with the ex- 
perts, there may be, and often is, a re- 
versal of official judgment. Such a re- 
versal of official judgment, now of 10 
years’ standing, on the works of leading 
composers was announced last spring 
and highly publicized. Each retraction 
of adverse criticism is hailed as a vic- 
tory for freedom of individual expres- 
sion. 

CERTAIN DEVELOPMENTS 
are already evident in the short history 
of Soviet music, Fine recordings of 


many younger composers reveal a grow- | 


ing concern for the tensions of dis- 
sonant harmony; shorter, more concise

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form; more contrapuntal stretti and 
large dynamic range; but always toward 
the clear purpose of “‘socialistic real- 
ism.” Nationalism is stressed; fairy tales 
and historical drama in the theater 
music; folk songs elaborately treated in 
concert music; all very competent, and 
often exciting—especially in their piano 
and violin concerti and choral music. 
Certain patterns of preference seemed 
to be in the process of development. 
Dissonance is certainly not forbidden, 
but neither is it considered a necessary 
ingredient of modernity. It is, rather, 
used for functional purposes of tension 
to be resolved into architectural ca- 
dences. Forms tend to be long; and 
form techniques quite conventionally 
repeat the traditional patterns of earli- 
er European music, especially German. 
Contrapuntal techniques are also pre- 
dominantly traditional. Rhythm is pre- 
dominantly symmetrical; much more 
so than the rhythm in American music. 


Yet both audiences and performing 
musicians seemed quite at home with 
American music. The Moscow State 
Radio Orchestra celebrated our visit 
by presenting a large and difficult pro- 
gram of American music in Tschaikow- 
sky Hall—which was broadcast on an 
international network. The _ capacity 
audience was receptive, enthusiastic 
and demonstrative. The performance 
was vibrant and exciting. I found no 
difficulty in conducting my Fifth Sym- 
phony on this program. The 5 rhythms 
and assymmetrical formal techniques 
required a little extra rehearsing, but 
neither audience nor orchestra seemed 
repressed in experience or response. 


I suspect that time will confirm the 
pattern of history in Soviet music. 
Probably, once again, the world will 
witness the elusiveness of music and 
the resourcefulness of composers in es- 
caping restrictions and prescribed 
esthetic boundaries. 

Probably the future guardians of So- 
viet culture will point with pride to 
the intrepid courage of their great 
composers in following the star of their 
own creative poten which always 
leads to a fresh expression of any vig- 
orous society and enriches humanity 
with international respect and under- 
standing.

THE QUARTETTO ITALIANO will play the last 
concert in this season’s Ethical Society chamber music series 
tomorrow at 8:30 p.m. in Sheldon Memorial Auditorium, 
3648 Washington boulevard. Selections will be A. Scar- 
latti’s Sonata a quattro in D Minor, Boccherini’s Quartet in 
G. Major, Op. 44, No. 4, Schumann’s Quartet in A Major, 
Op. 41, No. 3, and Mozart’s Quartet in D Minor, K. 421. 

The quartet attained eminence soon after the group was 
formed in 1945 in Italy. In 1951, Virgil Thomson, composer 
who was then music critic for the New York Herald Tribune, 
called the ensemble “the finest string quartet, unquestion- 
ably, that our century has known.” Members are Paolo 
Borciani, violinist, Elisa Pegreffi, violinist, Piero Farulli, 
violist, and Franco Rossi, cellist. 


Next season, the thirtieth for the chamber music series, 
the Ethical Society will present the Carmirelli, the Juilliard, 
the Di Roma and the Amadeus quartets. 

WILLIAM SCHATZKAMER and Vivian Wilkerson, 
pianists, will give a recital tonight at 8 o’clock at Graham 
Memorial Chapel in the Washington University concert series. 
Miss Wilkerson’s appearance will represent one change in 
this recital as previously described, and another will be in the 
program, originally expected to contain works by Chopin 
and Debussy. The revised program will include Mozart's 
Sonata for Two Pianos in D Major, K. 448, and Haieff’s 
concerto for Piano and Orchestra, in which Miss Wilkerson 
will play a transcription of the orchestral part on the second 
piano. Schatzkamer also will play five preludes by Debussy. 

Schatzkamer has been head of the university's piano de- 
partment since 1951. He appeared as soloist with the St. 
Louis Symphony Orchestra this year and in 1954. Miss 
Wilkerson is an instructor of music at the university, the 
first Negro member of the music department faculty. 


THE NEW YORK CITY OPERA Company has been 
engaged by the Civic Music League for an appearance here 
next year that will be the costliest presentation, so far as 
the League itself is concerned, it has ever made. That ob- 
tains even though part of the traveling expenses will be paid 
out of a grant to the opera company from the Ford Foun- 
dation, without which the St. Louis engagement would not 
be possible. An opera under consideration for the program 
is Douglas Moore’s “The Ballad of Baby Doe,” which had its 
first performance in 1956. 


Two of the five other League programs have been ar- 
ranged: a recital by Jean Madeira, Metropolitan Opera 
contralto, and an appearance by the National Ballet of Fin- 
land. 


THE CONCORDIA SEMINARY Chorus, directed 
by William Heyne, will sing a concert next Sunday evening 
at 8:15 in the seminary field house, 801 DeMun avenue. 
The major offering will be Bach's Cantata No. 131, “From 
the Deep, Lord.” Other selections will be his “Come 
Sweet Death,” Randall Thompson’s “The Last Words of 
David,” William Byrd's “Agnus Dei,” and, in commemora- 
tion of the bicentenary of Handel's death, his “Father of 
Light” and “Let the Bright Seraphim.” The program be- 
longs to the seminary’s Lyceum Series. 

Heyne is in his twenty-fifth year as director of the choir, 

now composed of 65 men. He also is director of the St. 
Louis Bach Society, which he founded. 
THE MADRIGAL SINGERS of Washington Univer- 
sity will give a concert Saturday evening at 8:30 in the 
Women’s Building lounge at the university. Gilbert A. Brun- 
gardt, a member of the department of music faculty, will 
conduct. The program will contain Italian and English 
madrigals and chansons by Hindemith. 


Classical Records

‘“‘MARIA GOLOVIN’? by Gian Carlo Menotti, the new 
opera that was given its world premiere at the Brussels ex- 
position is impressively performed by the NBC Opera Co. 
in a newly released recording. (RCA-Victor, Monaural, three 
records in album with libretto and explanatory notes.) The 
vocal line in “Maria Golovin” is less derivative than in 
Menotti’s previous operas but it is hardly more lyrical or 
expressive of the dramatic situation. It seems to me that 
Menotti is so concerned with avoiding the easy tunefulness 
of nineteenth century Italian opera that he has produced, 
instead, something emotionally arbitrary and neutral. 

The opera has its reward, however. The plot is a good 

one with well contrived suspense, the line of action is con- 
stantly in motion, the orchestra is handled expertly and 
plays an active part in underlining the critical point of the 
drama, creating a mood and suggesting the emotional perturba- 
tion of the characters. The distant singing of the prisoners 
of war in a nearby camp is musically poetic, the bacarolle 
sung in Italian by Maria and Dr. Zuckertanz—supposedly in 
a conventionally popular style—is so pleasant as to make 
one feel that the composer would do better if he forgot the 
necessity of being quasi-modern. 
THE NBC CAST—led by Franca Duval in the title role 
and Patricia Neway as the mother—is composed largely of 
younger singers with fresh, interesting voices and strong 
dramatic talents. Peter Herman Adler is the capable con- 
ductor. The identity of the orchestra is not specified though 
the recording was made in Rome. The story of “Maria 
Golovin” concerns a love affair between a young mother 
whose husband has not returned from the war and an ex- 
soldier, blinded by a war injury, 


BEETHOVEN'S NINTH SYMPHONY as per- 
formed by the Berlin Philharmonic Orchestra, the Choir of 
Saint Hedwig’s Cathedral and a quartet of highly qualified 
soloists is uneven in quality. The conductor, Ferenc Froc- 
say, is successful in whipping up the first movement into 
a heroic fury even though he also maintains its breadth and 
underlines its wealth of detail. The scherzo is also provoca- 
tive in its force and drive. The slow movement seems too 
close to the microphone, too squarely cut and a little too 
fast. As for the great choral finale it is saved from medioc- 
rity only by the magnificent voice and style of Dietrich 
Fischer Dieskau, the baritone soloist. The difficulties en- 
countered by the quartet and the chorus cannot be overcome 
except by a superb and inspired performance. One does not 
hear this often. I am happy to say the best choral per- 
formance I ever heard in the Ninth was given in St. Louis 
last season as the climax to the Beethoven cycle conducted 
by Georg Solti. (Decca, Monaural, two records in album.) 


THE MUSIC OF GUILLAUME DUFAY, the 
fifteenth century Burgundian composer, is represented by 
several religious and secular works in a recording by the 
Dessoff Choirs with Leslie Chabay of St. Louis as tenor 
soloist. This is beautiful music performed with discriminat- 
ing taste; but it would take a scholar to verify the authentic- 
ity of its style. To the modern ear the music will sound 
“quaint” because of its modal character. Nor will modern 
listeners detect much emotional difference between the 
sacred and the secular works. Its beauty—delicate, plain- 
tive, sweet and sometimes high spirited—seems to be time- 
less The melodic appeal is enhanced by the contrast be- 
tween plain chant and harmonized singing, the wonderful 
shifting of harmonies and the ingenious use of counterpoint. 
THE OCCASIONAL instrumental accompaniments are 
supplied by a quartet consisting of oboe, viola, bassoon and 
cello. This combination is only an approximation, and per- 
haps not a close one, of the instruments available to the 
composer; but the timbre and style in any performance of 
old music are usually little better than an educated guess. 

The Dessoff vocal ensemble produces a warm, mellow, 
well-blended ensemble and Mr. Chabay, singing in Latin, 
early French and Italian, seems to be immersed in the spirit 
of Dufay’s fine music. (Vanguard, Stereolab, one record; 
monaural record is also available.) 
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an inferior genre since its only object, generally speaking, 
is to show off the talent of an instrumentalist.” So decreed 
the French composer Paul Dukas, and the opinions of a 
composer regarding musical media are entitled to consider- 
able attention, if only because, next to a critic, no one is 
more likely to consider the relationship between content and 
structure with greater care than the composer himself. 

Now one cannot deny that an oppressive number of con- 
certi are essentially solo sonatas accompanied by the dreari- 
est sort of orchestral rum-tum; that many of them are given 
over almost exclusively to the sort of exhibitionistic demon- 
stration which in more honest circles is reserved for the 
gymnasium; and that far too many of thent utterly fail to 
exploit—either technically or musically—the resources which 
they employ. Apart from opera, no other medium retains 
so much badly written music as the concerto. 

This does not constitute a categorical renunciation of the 
concerto form, or even what we might describe as the con- 
certo ideology. Actually, there are two distinct breeds of 
concerto. The first, the virtuoso concerto, I have already 
outlined in connection with M. Dukas’s denunciation. The 
other is more subtle. It treats the concerto as a dramatic 
medium, complete with protagonist, or soloist, and antago- 
nist, or orchestra, and conducts them through a variety of 
musical situations. That there is no moral connotation im- 
plicit in this protagonist-antagonist relationship—for it is 
stretching a point to embody virtue in solo while regarding 
the orchestra as the personification of villainy—is irrelevant. 


WHAT MATTERS IS THAT EACH force com- 
petes with the other dramatically, the orchestra employing 
its largesse to gain its point, the solo relying upon its flexi- 
bility to maintain its advantage. 

The situations which may be explored from this standpoint 
are virtually limitless. The two forces may collaborate on 
the same material. Or one of the parties may retreat and 
accompany the other for a passage. Or the two participants 
may converse antiphonally. Or one may even retire com- 
pletely, if temporarily, leaving the other to dominate the 
field. But the competition, on whatever level, is a competi- 
tion of equals, rather than a fitfully accompanied harangue, 
Naturally, this sort of concerto requires far more considera- 
tion from the composer than its flamboyant cousin, if for no 
better reason than drama demands greater ‘insight than 
mere dexterity or tunefulness. 

Just as the really significant opera is a musically achieved 
drama, as opposed to a vocal tour de force, the truly signifi- 
cant concerto is an abstract musical drama, rather than an 
extended series of pyrotechnics. In either case, the dra- 
matic essay is less likely to make a vivid impression upon 
the listener than the showpiece. Drama must be digested 
if it is to nourish, and since the digestive process is a long 
one, the results are comparatively slow to take. 


THIS MAY EXPLAIN WHY the repertories are 
burdened with so many patently inferior concerti, and why 
a majority of the valuable ones are allowed to languish, It 
also explains M. Dukas’s outburst. The pianist who airs a 
Liszt Concerto, for example, needs recourse only to his 
conservatory technique and a certain pretty sentimentality, 
but he need never involve himself with the orghestra, since 
it is present largely to demonstrate how shoddy it sounds in 
comparison to his own Herculean efforts, and also to enable 
him to catch his breath by spelling him for a few measures 
now and then. 

But the pianist who embarks upon a Mozart Concerto must 
do more than this. He must think in terms of an ensemble. 
He must be willing to involve himself with the orchestra, 
because he represents only one aspect of the overall picture. 
He must be prepared to accompany some woodwind players, 
or to provide some counterpoint or filigree for a string 
melody. He is not the show and he frequently airs his re- 
sentment by drowning out everybody else. 

But a concert stage is not an arena, and a soloist is not a 
gladiator. And if composers, performers, and audiences alike 
had held this in mind, instead of succumbing to the lure of 
the brilliant, M. Dukas might have been able to proclaim the 
concerto not only the equal, but the superior of the 
symphony.

year. 

Customers are not dropping 
out of the market. But there is 
a lot of switching to other 
makes, Over-all 1959 sales ap- 
pear certain to reach 5,500,- 
000 United States-made pas- 
senger cars. Absorption of 
400,000 foreign-made cars also 
is a distinct probability. 

Chevrolet and Ford division 
wil continue to fight it out for 
the No. 1 spot in new car 
sales. Together they account 
for almost 50 per cent of all 
the new cars sold in the Unit- 
ed States. 

There is nothing’ certain 
about the relative standing of 
any of the other makes. 
Plymouth held onto its tradi- 
tional third place in 1958 cal- 
endar year sales. 

Oldsmobile ousted B uick 
from fourth position and Pon- 
tiac took over sixth place, close 
behind Buick. 

More recently, unofficial 
figures indicate, Pontiac has 
pushed Buick out of fifth 
place. Which maker will wind 
up in fourth place this year Is 
uncertain at the moment.

a net loss of 
compared with profit of $120,- 
000,000 in 1957 

American Motors, reporting 
for its fiscal year ended Sept. 
30, 1958, showed net earnings 
of more than $26,000,000. 
Studebaker-P also prod- 
ucing a smaller car, had a 
$3,700,000 profit in last year’s 
final quarter. This reduced its 
1958 over-all loss to $13,850,000. 

The problems besetting 
Chrysler Corp. and General 
Motors’ Buick division are 
causing considerable specula- 
tion in automotive quarters. 

Hit By Stoppages 

Chrysler was hard hit by re- 
curring work stoppages through 
much of 1958. The prolonged 
Pittsburgh Plate Glass Co. 
strike shut off shipments of 
glass. This forced a deep cut- 
back in Chrysler production 
soon after the 1959 model year 
started. 

Chrysler explained that its 
loss of volume as due largely 
to the recession that harassed 
the industry generally through 
1958. Work stoppages pre- 
vented Chrysler from profiting 
in the upturn that began in 
the final quarter of the year 
and improved the showing of 
most of Chrysler’s competitors. 

Chrysler had a big come- 
back going in 1957. It got more 
than 18.3 per cent of the in- 
dustry’s retail sales that year. 
It dropped back to 13.9 per 
cent last year. Chrysler had 
made wide changes for 1957. 
Some industry analysts have 
said its percentage of penetra- 
tion declined last year because 
its major competitors made 
more basic changes. 

Others say its recurring la- 
bor troubles have not permit- 
ted it to make a fair test of 
its 1959 lines. 

In 1957 Buick produced 
407,271 cars and its retailers 
delivered 394,553. Last year it 
built 257,325 and-its dealers 
sold 263,890 units. The sales 
included some units that were 
in inventory at the beginning 
of the year. 

Early Resistance. 

Buick felt the 1958 sales re- 
sistance early in the year. It 
halted 1958 model output in 
June last year and started 1959 
production in August. This was 
one of the earliest model 
changeovers by a major car 
maker in recent auto industry 
history. 

Buick’s prolonged change- 
over shutdown permitted 
a good cleanup of outgoing 
models. But Buick again is on 
a curtailed production basis to 
permit balancing of inven- 
tories with demand. 

In the final quarter of 1957 
Buick sold an estimated. 87,000 
cars. In last year’s October- 
December quarter sales num- 
bered approximately 75,000 
units. 

Buick competes in the low, 
medium and top brackets of 
the medium price field. Some 
industry analysts say its prob- 
lems stem from this fact. They 
say Chevrolet, Ford, Plym- 
outh, Pontiac and Oldsmobile 
have been hitting hard at 
Buick. 

It has been said some of 
Buick’s styling resembles that 
of makes in the lower price 
field, particularly Chevrolet. 
But if there has been any cri- 
ticism of Buick styling of en- 
aneering it has not made it- 
self widely heard. And there 
are many industry experts who 
say the Buick is one of the 
most attractive cars in the 
1959 lineup. 

Ford Sales Rise 

Ford Motor Co. is reporting 
steady sales increases. In prod- 
uction it is running about 50,- 
000 units ahead of the like 
1958 period; General Motors

Boss of East Side Politics 


Dan McGlynn Followed Father’s Advice: ‘Never Run for Office; Run Your Friends’

HOW DOES A MAN become 
a political boss? Dan Mc- 
Glynn, who has been king of 
the East St. Louis political 
jungle for more than a genera- 
tion, got his start when he 
heeded some advicé about 40 
years ago. ; 

His father, the. late Dan Mc- 
Glynn Sr., upset and irritated 
on learning his son planned to 
run for the State Legislature, 
told him: 

“Never run for office your- 


self; run your friends. If they 
win it ans you got them 
elected, If they lose—well, 


they were just slow horses.” 

Young McGlynn took the 
words to heart. He tore up 
his petitions and never again 
eonsidered running for public 
office. Later he answered 
with a firm “No” when offered 
his party’s support for Illinois 
Attorney General. 

Today, at 63, McGlynn can 
look back on a long and suc- 
cessful career as a political 
boss. He is damned by some 
and respected by others, a com- 
mon fate of politicians, but 
even his worst enemies admit 
he had the formula for success. 


It ig a simple formula. Me- 
Glynn headed the Republi- 
can party but he has not op- 
erated only within the frame- 
work of that party. To do 


At times; in the heat of po- 
litical campaigns, McGlynn has 
denied playing politics on both 
sides of the street. But now, 
in the twilight of his career, 
he can afford to be frank. 

“T have neyer voted a straight 
ticket in my life,” he said the 
other day. “It is unreasonable 
to think that all the good men 
are on one ticket. You don’t 
have to exercise any sense when 
you vote straight.” 

McGlynn’s organization has 
been composed of all. segments 
of society. He has a tremen- 
dous will to win. The more 
‘troops in the trenches the bet- 
ter chance of suc he al- 
ways said. He ap s the 
same drive to trial of damage 
suits and is a consistent winner 
there, too. His firm represents 
the Brotherhood of Railroad 
Trainmen and also corpora- 
tions, ', 


B een 1927 and 1950, 
McGiynn was unquestioned 
boss of the East St. Louis 
City Hall. His ticket in the 
non-partisan elections, held 
every fourth year, lost only 
once at the polls, in 1935. 
But that defeat was rectified 
within a month. McGlynn, 
using his fluent Irish brand 
of persuasion, talked a mem- 
ber of the opposition to his 
side. This created a 3-to-2 
McGlynn majority on the 
City Council. 


McGlynn has used his bi- 
partisan organization to control 
the politically potent East Side 
Levee & Sanitary District, the 
East St. Louis Park District and 
important offices of the St. 
Clair county government. More 
often than not his winners were 
key men in the Democratic or- 
ganization. 

The successful formula used 
by McGlynn is not difficult to 
understand. Select popular can- 
didates. Put workers with good 
vote-producing potential on the 
payroll. Line up precinct com- 
mitteemen who work at their 
jobs the year around. Start 
ringing doorbells. 

“Less than 5 per cent of the 
people know or ever see a po- 
litical office-holder,” McGlynn 
said. “The way to get people 
interested in your candidates is 
to have the candidates go from 
door to door and introduce 
themselves. Everyone likes to 
vote for someone he knows. 

“Candidates rely too much 
on money and committeemen. 
It's foolish to hand a commit- 
teeman a few hundred dollars 
and say, ‘Here's the money; 
hire some workers.’ Most work- 
ers they pick are a big joke. 
They stand in front of the poll- 
ing places with sample ballots 
under their arms and don't 
even know the candidates they 
are working for.” 


McGlynn didn’t say it, but 
he implied that many com- 
mitteemen pocket a large 
part of the campaign money 
they get. 

“The best way is for the 
candidate to hire his own 
workers,” he said. “Women 
are the best. Give me 15 
women and five automobiles 
a precinct and Ili do all 
right. Nowadays it costs a 
candidate $800 to $1000 a 
precinct and most of the 
money is wasted.” 


McGlynn wasn't exactly born’: 
with a sample ballot in his 
hand, but he took to politics at 
an early age. In high school,

Using the tact that later 
was to make him such a politi- 
cal success, he won the friend- 
ship of many customers. One 
of these was Tom Boston, a 
former police sergeant who 
was operating a saloon at Sec- 
ond and St. Clair avenue, then 
the center of what was known 
as East St. Louis's “whisky 
chute.” 

During the winter, Dan Mc- 
Glynn Sr. became alarmed be- 
cause his son was frequenting 
sO many saloons, and ordered 
him to quit the job. In mid- 
semester, young Dan reluctant- 
ly returned to school, enrolling 


. this time at Loyola Hall. 


‘Saloon keeper Boston en- 
tered the Democratic primary 
as a candidate for sheriff of 
St. Clair county the following 
April. Dan Jr. decided to work 
at the polls for him. Without 
informing his father, he played 
hookey from school on day 
of the primary and used Dan

When young McGlynn got 
home that night, one of 
sisters warned him: “Pop

But at the dinner table the 
elder McGlynn, a staunch Re- 


Fellow students at Loyola 
Hall remember McGlynn as a 
suave, sophisticated young 
man, old beyond his years. He 
Was a snappy dresser and al- 
ways a step ahead of the oth- 
ers in the ways of the world. 

McGlynn enrolled in Notre 
Dame University at South 
Bend, Ind., and soon became 
involved in politics on and off 
the campus. One of his class- 
mates was John Raab, brother 
of the Democratic county clerk 
of St. Joseph county, in which 
South Bend is located. 

One day young Raab asked 
Dan if he would like to be a 
precinct committeeman. There 
would be “a few bucks” in it, 
Raab said. Dan, ready at all 
times to throw his hat in any 
political ring, said; “Sure.” He 
ran for Democratic committee- 
man of Notre Dame's own pre- 
cinct and was elected. At the 
age of 20.

was fit to be tied. Dan Sr. re- 
minded Dan Jr. that he was not 
of voting age and that there 
were laws that could punish 
20-year-olds who ran for office. 


In his senior year, Dan Jr. 
was elected president of the 
senior class. That was in 1917. 
But Dan and others in his 
class, including Sherwood 
Dixon, later to be Democratic 
lieutenant governor of Illinois, 
quit school and enlisted in the 
Army. They bade textboo 
goodby in December. : 


McGlynn was shipped to 
France early and was assigned 
to the First Battalion of the 
Thirtieth Infantry Regiment, a 
part of the Third Division. His 
outfit went in as replacements 
at Chateau Thierry. The Amer- 
icans were rushed to the front 
in trucks and taxicabs. Mc- 
Glynn rode first class, of 
course. In a taxicab.

First Battalion lost all but one 
of its officers. It was an- 
nounced that officers would be 
commissioned from the ranks 
and application forms were 
passed out to likely candidates. 

McGlynn, then a sergeant, 
was sitting on the bank of the 
Marne river puzzling over the 
form. Father Walsh was sitting 
next to him. 

“It says ‘occupation’ here,” 
McGlynn said. “What will I 
put down?” 

“Put down lawyer,” was the 
prompt reply. 

McGlynn came to the next 
line. “Degrees?” he said, 
glancing at the priest. 

“That’s easy,” said Father 
Walsh. “Put down LL.B.” 

The ungraduated McGlynn 
looked puzzled. 


“In the absence of the 
president of Notre Dame, I 
am the president,” Father 
Walsh said. “Therefore, I 
have the power to confer 
upon you the degree of 
bachelor of laws.” 


McGlynn never became a 
lieutenant. Shortly after his 
“graduation” on the Marne 
river he was gassed. The Army 
sent him to Paris to recuperate 
and he was assigned to the 
Base Censor’s Office. While 
in Paris, he passed the Illinois 
Bar Examination by mail. He 
never returned to Notre Dame 
to complete his studies. 

After shucking his uniform, 
McGlynn moved into his fa- 
ther’s law office at 120A North 
Main street, East St. Louis. 
The 50-year-old office is still 
the place where McGlynns 
practice law. Dan is the senior 
member of the firm now and 
is breaking in a third genera- 
tion of McGlynns, his neph- 
ews, Robert and James. 

McGlynn had obtained his 
first experience at directing 
someone else’s election cam- 
paign while still a student. His 
older brother, the late Joseph 
B. McGlynn, became a candi- 
date for city attorney under 
the old aldemanic system. Joe 
was a shy young man then and 
Dan felt it was up to him to 
introduce big brother around. 

They started the campaign 
with a $10 bill. Dan steered 
his brother first to Tom Bos- 


ton’s saloon. They broke the 


bill to buy a round of drinks 
for the customers. Joe then 
passed his cards around, 


Beer was a nickel in those 
days and the best whisky was 
15 cents a shot. But as the 
brothers went from saloon tp 
saloon they picked up a fol- 
lowing of barflies who soon 
drank up the $10. 


At each saloon one of the 
transient drinkers would ac- 
cept the McGlynn largesse, 
and then solemnly announce: 
“Thank you for the drink, but 
I'm a Socialist myself.” 


Joe won the election, even 
though the head of his ticket 
lost. Dan. tasted the first sweet 
victory as a campaign director. 


McGlynn took an interest in 
East Side politics while prac- 
ticing law with his father, but 
it was not until 1927 that he 
became a full-fledged political 
leader. The late Frank Doyle, 
executive of an ice cream com- 
pany, decided to run for may- 
or. He asked Dan to direct his 
campaign. 

The late G. Locke Tarlton, 
head of a general contracting 
firm, was the biggest gun in 
East Side politics at the time. 
He controlled the strong East 
St. Louis Democratic organiza- 
tion. But McGlynn wooed some 
of his Irish friends from the 
Democratic side, combined 
them with the best Republican 
workers, and Doyle won the 
election. 


McGlynn was on his way. The 
year 1928 was a Democratic 
year in St. Clair county be- 
cause Alfred E. Smith drew a 
lot of East St. Louis Irish to 
the polls. But McGlynn backed 
Republican Hilmar C, Lindauer 
for State’s Attorney and Lin- 
dauer won, thanks to help from 
the so-called “McGlynn Demo- 
crats.” 

Mayor Doyle named Mc- 
Glynn coporation counsel for 
the city in 1927 and he held 
that position until 1950, except 
for the 1929-33 period when he 
served as a member of the IIli- 
nois Commerce Commission. 

McGlynn, who was a Repub- 
lican committeeman from 1922 
to 1942, also was attorney for 
the East St. Louis Park District 
from 1925 until last year. He 
also has been an assistant At- 
torney General for the last six 
years. 

Since his brother, Joseph, 
died five years ago, Dan has 
concentrated more on the prac- 
tice of law than the practice of 
politics. But he is definitely 
not out of politics, despite two 
recent heart attacks. 

“Oh, I wouldn't get out and 
make speeches or work at the 
polls,” he explains. “But I still 
will ask my friends te support 
candidates I like.” 

Mrs. McGlynn, with whom 
Dan lives at 4 Shady lane, in 
Belleville, would like to have 
it otherwise. She and her hus- 
band are both tired of the 
abusive telephone calls that 
come as a result of heated elec- 
tion campaigns. 

After each campaign, she 
turns to Dan and asks: “Now 
who are we talking to?”, Dan 
admits it’s a rough life, but 
doesn't regret going into poll- 
tics. He remembers the many 
friends he made, tries to for- 
get the enemies.

A YOUNG FRENCH pair 
went to the United States last 
year and turned a bit of bad 
luck into a best-selling French 
book entitled “Yes Monsieur.”

Jean-Baptiste said: “When 
we took the job and saw what 
was going on we decided to 
change things. The master 
consumed about a bottle and a 
half of scotch a day, so he left 
everything to us. First we told 
him who the spongers were and 
what they said behind his back. 
Then we suggested the guests 
he should invite. Genevieve 
still ordered all the cooked 
meat from the delicatessen, but 
she discovered canned sauces. 
Once I served a sauce which 
Genevieve had poured out of

Motor

AT CANOGA PARK in Cal- 
ifornia, scientists and engi- 
neers are building the largest 
rocket motor in history. 


When it is completed, the 
United States should be able 
to launch a satellite and car- 
rier weighing up to 30 tons. 


A short time ago a payload 
of this weight would have been 
considered a dream. Today the 
project is not only feasible but 
an answer to Russia's bid for 
space domination. 

Already $102,000,000 has 
been allocated to the Rocket- 
dyne Division for the design 
and development of this motor. 
Before it is completed four to 
six years from now, the sum 
may well be doubled. But with 
this motor scientists will have 
the capacity for a truly deep 
penetration of space—as well 
as a means for landing a size- 
able payload on the moon. 

The size of the motor is stag- 
gering to the imagination. It 
will probably be several times 
as tall as a man and its throat 
will be big enough to drive a 
jeep through the nozzle. 

Some arithmetic will show 
what this means. 

With a thrust of 1,500,000 
pounds, the all-up weight of 
the rocket—that is, the rocket 
and fuel—should weigh about 
a million pounds. It will con- 
tain giant turbines and pumps

r Million-Pound Rocket 


will be a high energy solid 
fueled rocket to get from the 
moon back to earth. The man 
and the capsule will have a 
weight of about 700 pounds. 


A man can live quite some 
time on the moon with this 
payload. After he has made 
his observations and perhaps 
set up a preliminary base, he 
can return to the vicinity of 
the earth. 


Before scoffing at a 10-ton 
payload, we must remember 
that Russia’s Lunik had a 
weight of about 3300 pounds. 
The thrust of the main booster 
for this rocket was about 
600,000 pounds. Simply by 
multiplying this by two and 
one-half we get a payload at 
the moon of over four tons. 


We will assume that in the 
next four years our rate of 
progress is such that we can 
more than double the payload 
for a rocket of given thrust. 
Thus, we can expect a fair- 
sized payload to land on the 
moon, 

Scientists now visualize a 
cluster of four of these mon- 
strous one and one-half mega- 
pound thrust rockets to give a 
total of six megapounds of 
thrust! This could put a pay- 
load in excess of 120 tons in 
the sky. 

The potential in a payload 
of this weight presents an ex- 
citing challenge to the sci- 
entist.

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Literally Got Away With Murder 


Once Freed, Donald Hume Published Confession—Now Charged With Second Killing Fat Men 
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By David Dugas 


LONDON, March 7 (UPI). 


NO ONE EVER DEALT British justice a blow like that 


from Donald Hume. 


Literally, he got away with murder. 


Now he sits in a Swiss jail cell awaiting trial for another 


killing. 


But he retains the cocky smirk of a man who once 


beat a murder rap, then publicly declared his guilt. 


Hot-tempered Hume was charged with his first murder 


in 1949. 


Prosecutors at London’s Old Bailey criminal court 


charged the curly-haired, 39-year-old criminal had killed an 
automobile dealer named Stanley Setty, dismembered his body 
and dumped it into the sea from a plane. 


Three juries were summoned. 
The first was discharged after 
the judge became ill. The sec- 
ond was deadlocked and the 
third acquitted Hume of the 
murder charge. 

Obligingly he then pleaded 
guilty to the lesser charge of 
having helped dispose of Setty’s 


body. The judge gave him 12 
years in dreary Dartmoor 
prison. 


As a model prisoner, Hume 
won maximum time off for good 
behavior and was freed Feb. 1, 
1958, after eight years and four 
months behind bars. 


What Hume needed next was 
money. And he got it in a way 


that Scotland Yard is unlikely 


to forget. In 20,000 ghost- 
written words—for a reported 
price of $10,000—Donald Hume 
confessed. 

“I killed Setty and got away 
with murder,” said the blaring 
headline on the first of five 
installments by Hume in Lon- 
don’s brassy Sunday Pictorial 
last June. 

In an account that read like 
a paper-back thriller, Hume 
said he stabbed the swarthy 
auto dealer with a World War 
II German SS dagger in a fight 
in his London apartment. 


When Setty stopped breath- 
ing, Hume said he thought to 
himself, “the ball has stopped 
bouncing for you, chum.” 

Scotland Yard read the ac- 
count and fumed. Since Hume 
had been tried for the murder 
and found innocent, he could 
not be tried again on the same 
charge. Not under strict Brit- 
ish law, which prchibits “‘dou- 
ble jeopardy.” 

Other London papers sug- 
gested Hume could be tried for 
perjury. But police inspectors 
sat tight. 


Hume, they decided, would 
slip again. Eventually, he did. 


Last August an armed man 
barged into a branch bank 
near London airport, wounded 
an employe and made off with 
$3360. 


In November the same bank 
was robbed again. Manager Ed- 
ward Aires, 52 years old, was 
wounded in the abdomen. The 
robber fled with $840. 


Hume was suspected and 
Scotland Yard began its search. 


Hume's picture was circu- 
lated throughout Britain, and 
around the continent by Inter- 
pol, the international police 
organization with headquar- 
ters in Paris. It brought no 
results. 


Swiss police meanwhile had 
a job of their own. Just before 
noon on Jan. 30 a full-faced, 
husky man in fawn-colored 
slacks and a blue sweater 
walked into the Gewerbebank 
of Zurich. He carried a card- 
board box and, as it turned 
out, a revolver. 


At a counter he pushed 
across a note. It said, “This is 
a holdup.” 


Cashier William Schenk 
went for an alarm bell. He 
was shot in the abdomen and 
seriously wounded, 


The gunman struck a second 
cashier in the head, tried un- 
successfully to open a strong- 
box, then fled with a handful 
of change. 


In a narrow street 150 yards 
away a 50-year-old taxi driver, 
Arthur Maag, tried to stop 
him, Maag was shot to death. 

A witness, kitchen worker 
Hans Angstmann, took up the 
chase, finally felled the gun- 
man with a tackle § and 
wrenched the pistol from his 
hand, 


When police got him to head- 
quarters the robber pretended 
not to understand questions. 
Officers tried English, French, 
German, Italian, Polish and 
Czech, but he replied only “nix 
verstehen (I don’t under- 
stand).” 


Finally he told them he was 
John Stanislav, a naturalized 
American of Polish descent 
who worked as a technician for 
the United States Air Force 
near Wiesbaden, Germany. 


While police checked the 
story, their suspect changed it 
and admitted, “I am Donald 
Hume.” 


A fingerprint check through 
Interpol to Scotland Yard 
quickly verified the statement. 
Hume was packed off to a cell. 


Then began the job of piec- 


ing together his latest exploits. 
It was no easy task. 


Hume had used more than a 
dozen aliases, including Donald 
Brown which he had legally 
adopted in 1957. 


He got a new British pass- 
port using the name John 
Stephen Bird. Entries in it 
showed he had visited Mon- 
treal, New York, Los Angeles 
and Newfoundland. 


As John Bird he palmed him- 
self off as a Canadian Air 
Force officer from Montreal to 
impress a 28-year-old Zurich 
hairdresser, Trudi Sommer. He 
moved into her Zurich apart- 
—— and promised to marry 
er. 


From there he frequently ex- 
cused himself for days or a 
month at a time and disap- 
peared on “business trips.” He 
was on such trips when the two 
London bank robberies were 
committed. 


Zurich's chief police investi- 
gator, Dr. Hans Stotz, said 
Hume “used Switzerland just 
as a jumping-off platform for 
carrying out his robberies. 

“Switzerland was for him the 
best place in Europe. He 
thought we did not have any 
police, just a kind of fire bri- 
gade. By now he knows we are 
a little bit efficient too.” 


After five days of question- 
ing Hume admitted he had 
committed the November rob- 
bery on the Brentford branch 
bank and had shot and 
wounded the manager. 


He denied any knowledge of 
the earlier robbery of the same 
bank. 


Back in London an embar- 
rassed Scotland Yard admitted 
Hume apparently had applied 
for his passport through nor- 
mal channels after changing his 
identification papers, growing 
a moustache, adopting glasses 
and moving the part in his 
hair. 


HUME being escorted to a cell in Zurich by a plainclothes 
policeman. 


Hume also was issued a pass- 
port as Donald Brown. 

The “Yard's” chagrin 
mounted when it learned Hume 
will be prosecuted in Zurich 
for murder, attempted murder 
and armed robbery. 

Even under England's re- 
vised capital punishment law 
Hume's shooting of the taxi 
driver could still get him a 
death sentence. But Switzer- 
land has. no death penalty. 


The most he is likely to get 
is 25 years, and that could be 
shortened to 15 years with 
maximum time off. Only then 
can he be extradited to Eng- 
land to face bank robbery and 
armed assault charges. 


In his Sunday Pictorial series 
Hume said, “Fantastic. That's 
how my life has always been.” 


Probably so. An illegitimate 
child, he was born in a small 
English town and raised, at 
least part of the time, by an 
“aunt” he learned later in life 
was his mother. 


His first real job, he said, 
was as a $3.50-a-week appren- 
tice electrician when he was 15. 
Two years later he joined the 
Communist party. ; 


He joined the Royal Air 
Force early in World War II 
but was given a medical dis- 
charge 18 months later. (Hume 
said it was because of cerebro- 
spinal meningitis.) 


Back in civies he peddled 
homemade black .market gin, 
graduated to an aircraft fac- 
tory job, then invested $14 in 
an R.A.F. officer’s uniform and 
toured Britain on a_ phony 
check-cashing spree. 


In 1943 he launched his own 
electric company, moved into 
a $28-a-week apartment and 
began driving a Cadillac. 


Hume said he met Stephen 
Setty (formerly Sulman Seti of 
Baghdad) in 1947, about the 
same time he met a British im- 
porter and his beautiful wife, 
Cynthia. 


Cynthia divorced her hus- 
band and married Hume in 
1948. 

After that, Hume's business 
went to pot and he went to 
work for Setty, stealing cars 
which Setty sold as “used.” 

Hume said he liked Setty 
and often brought him home 
for dinner until the day that 


of a bank. 


Setty kicked Tony, Hume's 
mongrel dog. Hume said THAT 
did it. 


A short time later, on the 
evening of Oct. 4, 1949, Hume 
arrived at his flat and found 
Setty sitting on the couch. 
Seized by an _ uncontrollable 
rage, he grabbed the German 
SS war trophy off a wall and 
went after Setty. 


After killing him, Hume 
stuffed the body in a kitchen 
coal bin. Later he cut it up. 


The next day he rented a 
small plane he hardly knew 
how to fly and dropped pack- 
ages one and two—containing 
Setty’s head and legs—into the 
English Channel off the French 
coast. 


The next day he did the 
same with the torso — and 
nearly crashed the plane in 
the process. 


Two weeks later, on Oct. 21, 
Setty’s torso washed ashore in 
the marshes along the Essex 
coast. Police using fingerprints 
from the attached hands iden- 
tified it the next day. 


Hume was charged with the 
murder on Oct. 28 and began 
his prison sentence as an ac- 
cessory in January, 1950. Cyn- 
thia divorced him the follow- 
ing June, charging Hume had 
caused her mental anguish by 
writing letters threatening to 
implicate her in Setty’s mur- 
der. After the divorce she 
took their only child, a daugh- 
ter, and moved to Canada. 


The end of his marriage ap- 
parently caused Hume no 
mental anguish of his own, 
The thing that really got him, 
he said in his Pictorial series, 
was the death of faithful 
Tony. 


During his year in Switzer- 
land, he passed convincingly 
as a wealthy merchant. He 
flashed rolls of money and 
drive the auburn-haired Trudi 
around in rented cars. 

Police are still trying to pin 
down where he got the money 
and just what he did during 
all those out-of-town business 
trips. 


When he was arrested for 
the Zurich bank robbery and 
shooting, Hume said he was 
broke and had slept in a Zurich 
lake-front park for three nights. 
He had taken six “pep” pills 
before attempting the robbery. 


A vial of poison was found 
sewn into his clothes and a 
rusty razor blade was taped 
to one foot. Hume said he had 
planned to kill himself. 


Hume's Swiss trial will get 
under way this spring. Mean- 
while he is under psychiatric 
examination, although authori- 
ties have denied that this 
means he is expected to plead 
insanity. Police Commissioner 
Stotz said last week the ap- 
pointment of a psychiatrist 
“counsel” for Hume was “pure- 
ly routine.” 


Stotz said Hume had “ex- 
pressed a lot of regret” for 
his misdeeds. “But it is just 
words what has taken 
place ... it is just a lot of 
words. He cried, too. 


“I think he is a very good 
actor.”

Salesgiris 
in department stores have 
more trouble writing sales slips 
than Feydeau took when the 
time came for him to write a 
farce. ““Occupe-Toi D’Amelie” 
was played here in French by 
the Barrault company in 1952. 
It was shown as a film the year 
before. 


Although the plot of “Look 
After Lulu” is Feydeau’s, all 
the dialogue is Mr. Coward’s, 
and some of it makes for 
good guffawing. Lulu is an 
extremely popular cocotte, in 
Paris, naturally, who has 
problems. Her lover wants 
her to be true to him during 
the 28 days when he is in 
Rouen on military maneuvers. 
At the same time, the Prince 
of Salestria, who pays very 
well, has come a long jour- 
ney to be with her. 


MOREOVER, HER LOVER’S 
best chum wants her to go 
through a sham ceremony of 
marriage so that he can collect 
a fortune held in trust for him. 
By nature and by profession, 
Lulu is an obliging girl. Not 
knowing in which direction to 
turn, she very sensibly turns 
in all of them.

Miss Grimes’ 
breathless, squealing excite- 
ment, her quick comic intelli- 
gence and her agility in creep- 
ing under beds or across the 
floor to the nearest door are 
worthy of a brighter script. 
Kurt Kasznar is an excellent 
actor in any circumstances. AS 
visiting royalty with an amorous 
mission, he is agreeable in 
Mr. Coward's play. In the last 
scene David Hurst turns up as 
an inspector of police with a 
nice sense of punctilio. Mr.

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Educational TV Interest 
High Throughout Country

NEW YORK, March f. 


ON MY LECTURE TOUR I am impressed and just a little 
abashed to discover that the first question on everyone's lips 
is a sort of half-belligerent, half-prayerful: “How about educa- 


tional television?” 
that!” and let it go at that. 


Because, I’m afraid I come 
from a very backward city in 
that regard. In some 34 cities, 
none of them in New York, 
educational television stations 
are now busily disgorging edu- 
cation on the daytime and 
nighttime air, hitherto consid- 
ered sacred to the sale of de- 
odorants. However, while we 
don’t have a station, we do 
have the Metropolitan Educa- 
tional Television Association 
trying to catch up, mostly with 
daytime programs on Channel 
11. The other day I had a talk 
with Richard Heffner, director 
of programming at M.E.T.A., 
on just what they're up to these 
days. 

“We have quite diverse pro- 
gramming now. For instance 
we have a French course each 
day; a course on the Far East 
is given on Wednesdays by Dr. 
John Stoessinger of Hunter 
College, playwrights in the con- 
temporary theater given by 
Norris Houghton, and a Rus- 
sian course by Miss Katherine 
Alexieff of St. John’s.” 


NOT LONG AGO, M.E.T.A. 
invited some of its Russian 
students to its headquarters at 
the Carnegie Endowment In- 
ternational Center, and con- 
ducted its TV class from there. 
This was partly to find out how 
many people were taking its 
Russian course, partly to 
dramatize an appeal for funds. 
The results were gratifying. 
Students of Russian of all ages, 
including some Boy Scouts 
from New Jersey, overflowed 
the room, happily phrasing Miss 
Alexieff's sentences and an- 
swering questions in Russian 
on camera. Russian is not an 
easy language to teach but it 
can be taught on TV and is 
being taught in about 32 cities. 
If Russian can be taught, any- 
thing can be taught on tele- 
vision. 

While ETV (educational tele- 
vision) is supposed to have a 
small audience, Heffner says 
with great earnestness that ed- 
ucational TV alone can really 
reach all of the people: “Ev- 
eryone wants to learn, to know, 
to grow — in some area or 
other. ETV doesn’t have to 
capture the largest possible au- 


dience—all at the same time— 
as the | commercial stations do.

But cumulatively it can get 
your interest with one kind 
of program, mine with another. 
ETV can truly foster alterna- 
tive programming. This makes 
it possible to reach all of the 
people—and it doesn’t have to 
to worry about getting them 
all at once.” . 

The educational and cultural + 
challenges that confront this 
country are manifold and Heff- 
ner thinks the greatest weapon 
— and one of the most ne- 
glected — is educational TV, 
Wistfully, he speaks of his 
hope that American industry 
might see educational TV as . 
a unique opportunity to sup- 
port and enrich American edu- 
cation. 

“Of course, idealistically, it 
should be done by subscription. 
If 5 per cent of the television 
homes in the New York area 
subscribed to ETV at only $10 - 
a year, it would mean we 
would have $2,500,000 to sup- 
port the best damned educa- 
tional station in the country.” 

He admitted the possibilities 
were at the moment dim. “ 
program director of M.E.T.A., 
I can spend $25 a day per 
program. That's a pretty slim 
budget.” Certainly for the 
greatest city in the United . 
States it’s fairly paltry. 

A GLANCE at Channel 11 
during the day will show 
M. E. T. A.’s strong points and 
weaknesses. I have watched 
warm, relaxed, vital teachers 
imparting science so skillfully 
that it was a pleasure to watch. 
I have seen math courses in 
sing-song English by bored 
teachers who almost put me to 
sleep. We have all had teach- 
ers like that in school. There’s 
no excuse for having them on 
television. 

But even with its small budg- 
et and sometimes shaky foun- 
dation, M.E.T.A. has always 
caused a run on course books 
in local stores, brought forth 
innumerable letters to me, and 
tremendous interest from all 
levels and all ages. Right now, 
it’s preparing courses for dis- 
tribution on launguages and 
linguistics, astronomy, poets 
and poetry.’ This is just the 
beginning of what the Rocke- 
feller report calls “a long over- 
due revolution in teaching tech- 
niques.”

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AUTION UNLIKELY 
UN PLEA TO TAX 
UO - OPERATIVES 


By OVID A. MARTIN 


WASHINGTON, March 7 (AP) 
— Efforts of the Eisenhower 
Administration to pump new 
fe into the issue of taxing 
co-operatives have met with no 
success in Congress. 


It may continue to be a very 
quiet controversy through the 
remainder of the session. 


In his budget message, Pres!- 
dent Eisenhower said there was 
need for “corrective amend- 
ments of the laws on taxation 
of co-operatives.” The same 
January day the budget went 
to Congress, Secretary of the 
Treasury Robert B. Anderson 
pepeontes specific recommend- 
ations, 


No one rushed forward in 
Congress to offer a bill em- 
ow the Anderson propos- 
als. 

At issue is the question of 
federal taxation of profits — 
some prefer to call it income— 
of co-operatives. Others say 
such funds are neither profits 
nor income, but savings made 
by the co-operative business 
enterprise for members in their 
marketing, purchasing and 
servicing operations. 

9800 Co-ops in Nation. 

There are roughly 9800 farm- 
er co-operatives in this coun- 
try. They do an annual busi- 
ness of around 10 billion dol- 
lars. 

The question of taxing the 
money made—or saved — by 
these co-operatives has been 
raised from time to time by 
private business concerns that 
compete against them. Some 
of these businesses claim that 
tax laws give co-operatives a 
competitive advantage. 

Co-operative leaders and 
leaders of farm organizations 
in general take the viewpoint 
that margins achieved by a 
co-operative are not its earn- 
ings, but the earnings of its 
members. As a consequence, 
the argument runs, this money 
is taxable only as income of 
the member or patron. 

Congress generally has taken 
this to be the case. Legal con- 
troversies continue, however, 
over tax treatment of the earn- 
ings or profits or savings re- 
tained by co-operatives for a 
time for their capital uses. 

Congress tried in 1951 to lay 
down what co-operative earn- 
ings were subject to taxation 
in the hands of the co-opera- 
tives and what were subject to 
taxation as income of members 
and patrons. Roughly, undis- 
tributed earnings retained by 
co-operatives for capital and 
business uses were made sub- 
ject to taxes to be paid by the 
co-operatives, while those re- 
funded to members were made 
subject to taxes to be paid by 
the member or patron. 

Refunds Cloud Issue. 

But the line of demarcation 
has been clouded by refunds 
made to members in the form 
of certificates or other paper 
evidences of savings to mem- 
bers, rather than cash. By ac- 
cepting such certificates, mem- 
bers in effect lent their sav- 
ings to the co-operative for its 
business uses. 

As a consequence of recent 
court decisions relating to tax 
liability of such certificates, it 
now is possible, Secretary An- 
derson said, for a co-operative 
to receive a deduction in com- 
puting its taxable income while 
its members are not taxable 
on the refund certificates they 
receive. 

He wants to plug this appar- 
ent loophole. Co-operative 
leaders are not opposed to leg- 
islation clarifying this matter. 
But they object violently to the 
method he proposes. 

He would limit to three 
years the tax-free retention of 
income by co-operatives. That 
is, if the co-operative failed to 
redeem the certificates within 
three years, it would be re- 
quired to treat them as income 
and pay taxes. 

Provisions for Deduction. 

Under this method, co-opera- 
tives would be permitted to de- 
duct amounts paid to a mem- 
ber or patron during the tax- 
able year if paid (1) in cash 
or (2) in the form of a certifi- 
cate that bore interest of at 
least 4 per cent a year and was 
redeemed in cash within three 
years. 

Co-operative leaders contend 
that a three-year limit on re- 
tention of earnings is too brief. 
They say it takes much longer 
for any business enterprise to 
retire capital investments, and 
that most co-operatives require 
around 10 years. 

They object, too, to the re- 
quirement that co-operatives 
pay at least 4 per cent interest 
on the certificates. They say 
that whether the co-operative 
chooses to pay interest or not 
should be of no concern to the 
government in determining 
what is taxable and what is 
not. They say no other tax- 
payers are subjected to such a 
requirement. 

They say the interest rate, 
if any, should be a matter be- 
tween the co-operative and its 
members and patrons, and no 
one else.

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Autos Upsetting Air’s Balance, 
Could Make U.S. a Desert 


NEW YORK, March 7 (UPI) 
~—At the rates the oxygen- 
earbon dioxide balance of, the 
atmosphere is being altered 
we may melt the polar ice cap 
eventually and turn our coun- 
try into a hot, dry desert. 
That's the opinion of Dr. 
Chauncey D. Leake, president- 
elect of the American Associa- 
tion for the Advancement of 
Science. 

We're altering it with our 
trucks and planes. These en- 
gines take oxygen from the 
atmosphere and burn it (with 
gasoline or some other com- 
bustible fuel) and discharge 
carbon dioxide into the atmos- 
phere. But there’s a way to 
stop this, said Leake. Plant 
trees. Trees “burn” carbon 
dioxide and discharge oxygen. 

Balance Is Delicate. 

The atmospheric balance of 
carbon dioxide and oxygen is 
a delicate business, he said. 
As the balance gets more and 
more on the carbon dioxide 
side, atmosphere temperature 
increases. If it ever got hot 
enough to melt the ice caps, 
there would be real trouble. 
Our country would dry out. 

Way back when the earth’s 
crust was forming, volcanos 


were blowing up all over the | 


place, Leake said. This filled 


the atmosphere with carbon | 


dioxide, which increased the 
temperature. Plants appeared 
and they used sunlight to pow- 
er their chemical conversion 


of carbon dioxide into sugars | 
and oxygen. This made it pos- | 
sible for “the land animals | 


such as ourselves” to appear. 

For millions of years, all 
was well because there was a 
wholesome balance. The ani- 
mals breathed in oxygen and 
breathed out carbon dioxide. 
The plants took in carbon di- 
oxide and discharged oxygen. 
Not only was that a fine ar- 
rangement for animals and 
plans; it was a fine thing for 
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| keeping “the right balance for 
heat capture from the sun and 
for the preservation of a bal- 
ance in our water distribution, 
between the ice caps on the 
poles and water vapor in the 
air,” Leake said. 
Startling Disturbance. 

| “We are disturbing this bal- 
‘ance in a sudden and startling 
/way. We are dumping tons of 
carbon dioxide, along with a 
lot of other poisonous materi- 
als, into the air from the en- 
gines that run our automobiles, 
trucks, an airplanes. Mean- 
while, we are cutting down our 
_trees, destroying our forest 
| lands, and making deserts in 
\our cities. We ar: in a fair 
|way to getting badly out of 
balance before we know it.” 

Leake calculated that you 
needed a dozen or so trees. 
putting oxygen into the atmos- 
phere while taking carbon di- 
oxide out of it, to counteract | 
one automobile engine doing 
the opposite. For one truck 
engine, he said, you needed | 
100 or so trees; and for one | 
plane, several hundred. |

ARCTIC OCEAN FLOOR 


oe 


OTTAWA, March 7—Canad-. 
jan scientists are trying to find | 
out what is in the bottom of 
the Arctic ocean. 

Some think there is oil on 
the continental shelf spreading 
out from the Canadian Arctic 
islands. This belief has been | 
strong enough to prompt oil | 
companies and speculators to 
apply for exploration rights on 
millions of acres of offshore 
Arctic acreage. 

Up to now, although it has | 
vigorously asserted its sover- | 
eignty over the wedge-shaped | 
slice of land and water extend- | 
ing from the northern fringe 
of the continent to the North | 
Pole, Canada has done com-| 
paratively little to explore the | 
seas in the area. 

The government: has been | 
somewhat embarrassed to find | 
that Russian and American ex- 
peditions have learned more 
about some parts of the area 
than have Canadian. | 

The Russians have had expe- | 
ditions off their own territory 
which sometimes have moved 
over into the Canadian sector. 
The United States Navy has 
sent atomic submarines under 
the Arctic ice. 

This month a party of 15) 
men heads northward for Isa- 
cheen on Ellef Ringnes island 
to start explorations extending 
100 miles out to the north and 
west of that spot. They will 
dig into the ocean bottom to 
take samples of the underlying 
rock. 

Starting in 1960 the party 
will be increased to 35 or 40 
and another base will be es-. 
tablished at Mould bay on 
Prince Patrick island. The | 
parties will work the year | 
round until they complete a. 
series of maps and charts | 
showing the shape and re- 
sources of the shelf. | 

Meanwhile, interested oil | 
companies look to the petrole- | 
um potential of the Canadian | 
Arctic as a possible source of 
easily handled oil comparable 
to the Middle East. 

The Arctic oil fields, if they | 
mature, would permit of easy 
loading direct from oil wells | 
into ocean tankers for ship-| 
ment anywhere in the world.

“The average passenger car 
is driven 9844 miles a year at 
an average rate of 35 miles per 
hour.

TEST CASE BACKS 
RAILROADS RIGHT 
TO HALT SERVICE 


NEW YORK, March 7 (AP) 


—A nt test case up- 
hol the right of a railroad 
to tinue unprofitable 


passenger service was won this 
week by the railroad. 


The case could have im-| 


portant consequences on rail 


passenger service t 
the country. It was an out- 
growth of railroad legislation 


— at the last session of 
ongress. 


Neither public regulatory 
bodies nor state or federal 
courts were a party to the 
service discontinuance — a 

break from those past 
which often have 
made it difficult for railroads 


to get out of money-losing sit- | 


uations. 

In this instance the New 
York Central wanted to aban- 
don ferry boat service across 
the Hudson river from its West 
Shore division terminal at 
Weehawken, N. J., to New 
York City, The boats largely 
handle commuter passengers. 

Commuter Protest. 


Various commuter grou ps, 
plus the State of New Jersey, 
protested. The matter was tak- 
en to the Supreme Court, 
which ruled in favor of the 
railroad. Thus a prime section 
of the Transportation Act of 
1958 was upheld. 

The Transportation Act of 


1958 resulted from extensive | 
hearings early last year before | 
the subcommittee on surface | 


transportation of the Senate 
Committee on Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce. At that 
time the railroads were suffér- 
ing severe financial reverses. 

In its report on those hear- 
ings the subcommittee said, 
“The subcommittee is satisfied 
that state regulatory bodies all 
too often have been excessive- 
ly conservative and unduly re- 
pressive in requiring the main- 
tenance of uneconomic and un- 
necessary services and facili- 
ties.” 

Therefore, the subcommittee 
said, jurisdiction should be 
taken from the state regulatory 
bodies and given to the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission, 
which “would protect and fur- 
ther the broad public interest 
in a sound transportation sys- 
tem and would prevent undue 
importance being attached to 
matters of a local nature.” 


Only 30 Days Notice. 


The act as passed Congress 
and signed by the President 
had many features but those 
pertaining to passenger serv- 
ice provided: 

On interstate commerce: 

A railroad can discontinue 
any passenger service on 30 
days’ notice. However, the ICC 
can step in to investigate, post- 
poning the discontinuance for 


a maximum of four months. | 


The ICC must render a deci- 
sion within that time. 

If the ICC rules against the 
road, the road must continue 
operations for at least one year 
from the date discontinuance 
notices were posted. Further, 
it must go through the whole 
process of posting notices and 
possible ICC intervention at 
the end of that year. 

On intrastate commerce: 

A railroad which wishes to 
abandon or _ reduce 
must first go to the state 
regulatory body for approval.

Authors of the book were the 
brothers Merry and Serge 
Bromberger, two of France's 
best known newspaper men. 
Their previous book, which 
told the French side of the 
Suez crisis of 1956, caused a 
sensation with disclosures of 
alleged French complicity in 
the Israeli attack on Egypt. 

The Brombergers’ tale of the 
1958 French crisis is a collec- 
tion of material from hundreds 
of sources. It said that only 
the firm action of Coty pre- 
vented rebel paratroopers from 
Algeria landing on the main- 
land and touching off a bloody 
civil war. 

Threat to Resign.

Hospital 
To Dedicate 
New Wing 


The Alexian Brothers Hos- 
pital is to dedicate its new $1,- 
621,000 addition next Sunday 


(March 15) and will mark the 
90th anniversary of service to 
St. Louisans with open house. 
The hospital is at 3933 South 
Broadway. 

Adding 44,650 square feet, 
the new four-story addition, 
with attached chapel, joins ex- 
isting facilities where mem- 
bers of the Catholic order first 
began their service to the com- 
munity in a converted 12-room 
residence in 1869. 

Five operating rooms, plus 
clinical laboratories, including 
an X-ray department, occupy 
the second and fourth floors 
of the new wing. Patient rooms 
on the third floor increase the 
hospital's capacity from 180 to 
210 beds. The entire first floor 
has been equipped for food 
preparation to serve 800 meals 
daily. The adjoining chapel 
will accommodate 100 persons. 

The expansion includes in- 
vestment of $337,000 in equip- 
ment for operating, radio- 
graphy and fluoroscopy rooms, 
and facilities for deep therapy 
and radioisotope’ treatments. 
Typical of the new equipment 
are two diagnostic tables, each 
costing $20,000, and a high- 
speed sterilizer that prepares 
surgical instruments for emer- 
gency use in three minutes (as 
compared to a normal ten min- 
utes). 

With the hospital admitting 
only male patients, a factor of 
the new structure is masculine 
decor in bedrooms. Appeal to 
masculine taste is found in 
walls of bold yellows and 
greens, instead of the custom- 
ary hospital white or gray. 
Draperies, bedspreads and port- 
able bed screens are in plaid 
or striped tweeds, and acces- 
sory furniture is in: charcoal. 

Although in-patients are male 
only, the hospital does operate 
an out-patient clinic for wom- 
en and children. It is a gen- 
eral hospital in scope of treat- 
ment, although it operates a 
separate psychiatric depart- 
ment. It has a medical staff 
of 150 and is associated with 
the St. Louis University School 
of Medicine. The non-profit 
hospital serves patients of all 
creeds, including many whod 
are unable to pay in full for 
their treatment. 

The expansion program was 
begun five years ago when an 
advisory board of civic and 
business leaders, with J. Har-

FHA Plans 


Move Into 
Rural Areas 


The Federal Housing Admin- 
istration is about ready to ex- 
pand its Certified Agency Pro- 
gram into small town and rural 
areas where FHA help in the 
financing of homes hasn't been 
available gefore. In connec- 
tion with this move, under a 
recent revision of the law, St. 
Louis Area Director Allan 
Smith has called a series of 
meetings in Eastern Missouri 
towns to explain the programs 
to townspeople and the build- 
ers and lenders in those areas. 
In a letter dispatched last 
week, Smith said: 

“The Federal Housing Ad- 
ministration’s Certified Agency 
Program, commonly known as 
“CAP,” which has been in an 
experimental operation for over 
a year, will soon be expanded 
on a nation-wide basis in order 
to make FHA insured loans 
available to a greater segment 
of the American people. 

“The purpose of CAP is to 
provide an effective means of 
extending the benefits of FHA 
mortgage insurance to the peo- 
ple of remote areas who, as a 
practical matter, have been un- 
able to obtain FHA mortgages. 
To accomplish this purpose, 
the FHA authorizes approved 
financial and lending institu- 
tions to act as Certified Agents 
for the FHA in their area. 

“In view of the need and na- 
tion-wide interest in this pro- 
gram, this office has arranged 
for a series of meetings 
throughout the eastern half 
of the State of Missouri under 
local sponsorship to explain 
the program to all interested 
representatives of the financing 
and building industry... . 

“CAP will not be operative 
in the Metropolitan Area of St. 
Louis and in the Counties of 
St. Charles, Lincoln, Warren, 
Franklin and Jefferson. In ad- 
dition, the cities of Columbia, 
Cape Girardeau and Jefferson 
City will: not be eligible with- 
in their city limits. 

“As an FHA approved lend- 
ing institution, I should like 
to extend to you a personal in- 
vitation to attend one of these 
meetings in the town closest 
to your institution, A full ex- 
planation of the details of CAP 
will be conducted by personnel

cerning equipment require- 
ments, or may be confused by 
their nautical terminology. 

Outboard craft are divided 
into three different categories: 

Class A, 16 foot overall 
length and under; Class 1, 16 
to 26 feet; and Class 2, 26 to 
40 feet. 

Regulations state that all 
these craft must have a life 
preserver for every person 
aboard. (For adults, approved 
buoyant cushions are eccept- 
able.) 

All classes must have naviga- 
tional lights. Those in Class A 
and Class 1 may show a com- 
bination light in the bow 
(front) showing red to port 
(left) and green to starboard 
(right). These must be visible 
at least one mile.

T PRECISELY 4:30 P.M., Monday through 
Friday, the doors of the Mart Building 
swing open and the first of 4000 persons 

pour through on their way home. For 10 min- 
utes the sidewalk in the 1200 block of Spruce 
street is clogged with this fast-flowing river of 
people. Then, as if a floodgate had clanged 


shut, the flow stops abruptly and the street is 
deserted.

S NEW ATTENTION was being directed 
toward the migratory farm - worker 
problem nationally, an acute situation 

developed in southern Nevada which dram- 
atized the plight of the families that follow 
the crops. 

During late January and early Febru- 
ary, about 1000 men, women and children 
drifted into the Moapa Valley area, 65 miles 
northeast of Las Vegas. The families had 
been thrown out of work in the Arizona cot- 
ton fields, as a result i Se weevil damage 
to the crop. In the Moapa Valley, they 
hoped to find work harvesting radishes, 
onions and tomato plants. But the harvest 
was delayed, and the migrants settled down, 
squatter fashion, to wait. The only shelter 
many of them had was in cottonwood 
groves. Polluted irrigation ditches became 
a source of drinking water. 

When the situation came to the atten- 
tion of state and local officials, pure water 
was trucked in, National Guard tents were 


ae in and inoculations against typhoid 
ever were administered. Farmers in the 
area agreed to take care of some 400 of the 
migrants, all that will be needed for the 
harvest, which is to start this week. State 
and other agencies set about helping the 
others move on — to places where there was 
a prospect of work. 

The plight of the people in the Moapa 
Valley was a harsh reminder of conditions 
confronting migrant families generally. It is 
estimated that employment of migrants 
nationally varies from a constant minimum 
of 700,000 to over 2,000,000 at peak periods 
and that migrants represent nearly 2 per 
cent of the nation’s total labor force. Al- 
though there are some state laws and local 
ordinances protecting the laborers, they 
have relatively few legal antees. Sec- 
retary of Labor Mitchell feels federal legis- 
lation will be needed to give meaningful 
remedies. He plans to send one bill dealing 
with the problem to Congress this year.

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Spankings administered by a Memphis, Tennessee, 
high school principal to a group of boys brought a 
wave of wrath from parents of some of the students.

ESENTMENT AGAINST COLONIALISM in Africa's 
Nyasaland has resulted in disorders and demonstra- 
tions which have taken the lives of numerous Africans. 

The difficulties are indicative of the protest against white 
domination that is sweeping the continent. 

Nyasaland, Southern and Northern Rhodesia com- 
bine to form Britain's Central African Federation. The 
population of the whole federation is 7,650,000. Of 
these, fewer than 4 per cent are of European origin. 

Immediate cause of the present trouble is the desire 
of the white settlers, most of whom live in Southern 
Rhodesia, to keep the federation together and take it 
into the British Commonwealth under dominion status. 
In so doing the whites hope to keep control. 

Leading body in the fight against continued white 
domination is the African National Congress. Colonial 
authorities retaliated by outlawing the congress in Nyasa- 
land and Southern Rhodesia, rounding up its leaders.

Getting Down to Business on New Plaza Development 


After Many Delays Work Goes Steadily Ahead on Six Apartment Buildings, Underground Garage

HE UNDERPINNINGS of struc- 
tures that will alter the skyline 
of downtown St. Louis are be- 

ginning to take shape in the Plaza 
area. Foundations are being 
poured for the six 13-story build- 
ings that will provide 1090 apart- 
ment units in efficiency, one- and 
two-bedroom combinations. 

This $15,000,000 project — the 
Urban Redevelopment Corporation 
of St. Louis is the builder — will be 
of reinforced concrete, flat slab 
construction. This method does 
not require the conventional steel 
framework, and thus eliminates 
myriad interior beams, providing 
flat, unbroken ceilings for the 
apartments. 

Rents for the middle income 
housing project have not been of- 
ficially set as yet, but are expected 
to range from $100 to $150 a month, 
including heat and water, stove 
and refrigerator. Air conditioning 
is to be optional at a slight addi- 
tional cost. Parking space for each 
tenant will be available in surface 
lots, an underground garage or the 
nearby Eighteenth Street Garage. 

Design of the tall structures is 
calculated to avoid the monolithic 
cliff dweller effect that has been 
criticized in many modern apart- 
ment buildings. Balconies in two 
different designs and colored pan- 
els will help break up the appear- 
ance of the facades. Completion 
of the first apartment building is 
not expected until next year.

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After many and prolonged delays, the Plaza housing 
project is getting well under way. Along the 1500 
block of Olive street excavation nears completion for 
an underground garage with a capacity of 348 auto- 
mobiles. There will be two levels in part of the under- 
ground structure, three levels in the remainder. On 
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top of the garage, a terrace will be constructed and a 
garden pt arte Truck in foreground holds rig for 
drilling four-foot wide holes to bedrock. The Bd 
are filled with reinforced concrete to form garage’s 
foundation piers. Remaining excavation work con- 
sists of blasting out five - foot seams of rock.

Elevators 
are to be of the push -but- 
ton, self - operating type. Ap- 
plications to rent the Plaza 
apartments already are be- 
ing submitted.

On America's Fifth 
Attempt, Army Launches 
a 13-Pound Cone 


MERICA’S GOLD-PLATED SUN SHOT 
has gone into an orbit that will take it 
around the sun, marking the first suc- 

cessful attempt in five tries by the United 

States to free a rocket of the earth’s gravity. 

The 13-pound cone, gold-plated in order to 

conduct radio waves, was pushed skyward 

at 24,890 miles per hour by a 120,000- pound 
rocket in four stages. The base booster was 

a modified version of the workhorse Jupiter 

intermediate-range ballistic missile. The 

last three stages were scaled-down versions 
of the Army’s Sergeant rocket. The Russian 

sun shot, Lunik, launched January 2, had a 

796-pound payload and now presumably is 

in orbit around the sun. 

One of the primary objectives of the sun 
shot is to study the Van Allen radiation belts 
that circle the earth at 1400 to 3400 miles and 
8000 to 12,000 miles. The cone carries two 
Geiger counters, one to measure total radica-

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UNGARIAN REFUGEES were back in the news re- 
H cently. The story in which they figured was the 
visit, of Soviet Deputy Premier Anastas I. Mikoyan, 
who was “welcomed” by Hungarians wherever he 
went with signs and—in some cases—rotten eggs. 

But PARADE can now reveal a hitherto unreported 
aspect of the Kremlin dignitary’s American tour. There 
was a plot to kill Mikoyan. 

On a January afternoon that might have changed 
history, four men—a janitor, a waiter, a painter and a 
student—met in a musty apartment in Chicago and 
decided to assassinate Mikoyan. They felt they had 
good reason to hate the Soviet good-will visitor. For 
they were Hungarian freedom fighters, and they con- 
sider him the chief architect of their country’s betrayal. 

Mikoyan, they recalled, had come to Budapest dur- 
ing the 1956 uprising to negotiate with Hungarian 
leaders. On October 30 he had accepted their demands 
and agreed to withdraw Russian troops. But this was

Among those who escaped were the four plotters, 
and they hoped to address Mikoyan personally, in the 
same language they accused him of having used in 
Hungary—bullets. They could have waylaid him 
easily during his visit.

But the plot to kill Mikoyan was stopped by respon- 
sible refugee leadership in the United States even be- 
fore details could be worked out. An attempt on the 
life of the durable Armenian could trigger World War 
III, they argued, and it would be a violation of Ameri- 
can hospitality. Furthermore, they feared it would 
jeopardize many projects for which Hungarian emigres 
are working, such as legislation to bring additional 
numbers of their fellow refugees to the United States. 

These arguments prevailed, and so Mikoyan was

greeted by boos and placards instead of bullets. The 
demonstrations were organized, not by cranks, but by 
former cabinet ministers, generals and legislators. This 
calmness in the face of hotheads is what the United 
States has come to expect from the Hungarian refu- 
gees who have recently come to these shores. 

Most of these Hungarians have fitted well into the 
fabric of our society, PARADE has been told by Rep. 
Francis E. Walter (D., Pa.). This Congressional spe- 
cialist in un-American activities originally had grave 
doubts about these immigrants. But after a recent 
study, he reports he is well pleased with their behavior. 

Many are going to school, he learned. Some are 
cheerfully working at jobs below their previous sta- 
tions in Hungary. Unlike the older generation of 
Hungarian immigrants, they are adapting quickly to 
American customs. But they do keep in close touch 
with each other, exchanging reminiscences and experi- 
ences, trying to help each other and to keep alive the 
spirit of Hungarian freedom. 5

HIS YEAR, by spending a record $6 billion on 
2 na the U.S. will push its total of toll turnpikes 
and free expressways to nearly 9,000 miles and will be 
fully launched into the Superhighway Age. 

As the nation enters this new age, the whole shape 
of its travel pattern is being changed. Increasingly, 
the bulk of long-haul traffic is being channeled into 
high-speed, multi-lane super-roads.

Both scientists and highway officials 
also are beginning to recognize the importance of 
driver attitudes and habits. In recent years, superhigh- 
ways have placed increasing emphasis on weeding out 
slow drivers and lane-blockers. The Kansas Turnpike 
has pioneered by set#ing a minimum speed limit. 

New entertainments (like car games to be played 
with traveling children), new vacation horizons, new 
emphasis on outdoor vacationing—all these, too, are 
earmarks of the Superhighway Age.

HOLLYWOOD.

Todd’s charms, Debbie was convinced she 
and her husband had solved most of their 
marital problems, were deeply in love and 
heading for Easy Street. 

There are several reasons why the Debbie- 
Eddie marriage didn’t jell. All are common- 
place and prosaic, involving basic personality 
differences in addition tc a fundamental 
Hollywood hypothesis: two show business 
careers in one family don’t mix. 

Fisher is essentially a romanticist, com- 
pensating for a poverty-stricken Philadelphia 
youth. Debbie is a realist, content to relate 
her life to her home and family. 

“I’m a real square,” she explains. “I know it 
sounds corny but I believe in things like re- 
ligion, the Ten Commandments, a job well 
done, truth and speaking one’s mind. 

“I remember in 1948, when I signed a con- 
tract with Warner Brothers for $65 a week. 
Out of that I contributed money to the family. 
My family never had much money. My Dad 
is still a carpenter for the Southern Pacific 
Railroad and a darn good one. But I was 
raised with plenty of love and security. Any- 
way, Warners put me on layoff just before 
Christmas, so I went to J. C. Penney’s and 
got a job as a salesgirl. 

“One day the studio publicity department 
called up at home and told my mother they 
wanted me to come in to Warners and pose 
for stills. Mother said, ‘Debbie’s out working.’ 

“ “Doing what?’ someone asked.

Back on Salary 


“Alex Evelove, then in charge of the War- 
ner Brothers publicity department, quickly 
saw to it that I was put back on salary, The 
studio didn’t want word to get around that 
they were paying an actress so little she had 
to work as a salesgirl for Christmas money. 

“Eventually, when option time came 
around, Jack Warner decided I wasn’t worth 
the money and dropped me.” 

Debbie Reynolds was born in El Paso, 
Tex., April 1, 1932, the second of two chil- 
dren (she has an older brother) and chris- 
tened Mary Frances Reynolds. For a time her 
father worked for the WPA and her mother 
took in washing. Debbie doesn’t remember 
this Depression period too well. What she re- 
members best is the California period, which 
started when she was 8 and the family moved 
to Burbank. It was there that Debbie grew up, 
joined the Girl Scouts, developed the concen- 
tration that won her 47 merit badges, top 
grades, skill on the French horn and a talent 
for dancing and clowning. 

In 1948, in an effort to win a silk blouse 
offered as a prize, Debbie Reynolds entered 
the annual “Miss Burbank” contest. She gave 
an imitation of Betty Hutton singing M) 
Rockin’ Horse Ran Away and won the con- 
test, and a screen test with it. As a contract 
player at Warners she did everything at the 
studio, including the addressing of envelopes 
and escorting visitors on tours.

by MGM to play the role of Helen Kane, the 
boop-boop-be-doop girl of the 1930s, in Three 
Little Words. She did so well in this that 
MGM put her under contract. She took danc- 
ing and dramatic lessons, amazed executives 
with her instantaneous perception, sweetness, 
vivacity and total lack of worldiness. 

As a teenager Debbie rarely made the gos- 
sip columns with “love items.” She dated Bob 
Wagner, Tab Hunter, Hugh O'Brian, a few 
others, but the only man with whom she seri- 
ously fell in love was. Eddie Fisher, who met 
her one day in 1954 on the set of Athena. 

After a confused, off-again-on-again en- 
gagement, they married on September 26, 
1955, at Grossinger’s, a resort hotel in up- 
state New York. The three-month honey- 
moon that followed consisted of 20,000 miles 
of travel, with Fisher making personal ap- 
pearances on behalf of his TV sponsor. 

A year after the wedding, the marriage was 
blessed with the arrival of a daughter, Carrie 
Frances, Last February, a son, Todd Emanuel, 
was born. The boy was named in honor of 
Fisher’s close friend, producer Mike Todd, 
who died in a plane crash a month later. 

The marriage was stormy from the first, 
with Eddie and Debbie consulting lawyers, a 
marriage counselor, friends and business as- 
sociates. Six months ago Debbie felt strongly 
that she and her husband had completely 
ironed out their differences. 


She Understands 


Elizabeth Taylor proved her wrong. 

Debbie Reynolds is hurt, her vanity and 
ego outraged, but she understands the weak- 
nesses of the flesh and the lure of Elizabeth 
Taylor's beauty. 

When she speaks now of Eddie Fisher, 
she describes him “as the greatest pop singer 
in the business today and a man who has 
the makings of a very great producer.” She 
seems to be completely without rancor. She 
is somewhat sad that from the most publicized 
Hollywood scandal of the decade she has 
emerged the heroine while the man she once 
loved has come out the heel. 

“I wish him only happiness,” she says, 
proving that for an actress and a discarded 
wife she is a most unusual young woman of 
charity, good taste and morals. .

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12 tips on the home 
care of a sick child 


by I. J. ROSSMAN, M.D. and DORIS R. SCHWARTZ, R. N.

OBODY CAN PLAN a Standard routine 
for the home care of the sick child— 
for the simple reason that there is no such 
thing. Obviously, there cannot be one right 
way to care for a child. The only objective 
you can have is to work out for yourself the 
best program for you and your child. , 
There are, however, fundamental do’s and 
don'ts that are particularly important to the 
family nurse who is responsible for the care 
of a sick child. Here, in brief form, are some 
to bear in mind: 


1 Don't share your worry with the child. 
Children see as much as they hear. You 
wouldn't tell him how worried you feel. Don’t 
let him see it in the way you look and act. 


2 Don't alarm him by fussing over him. Do 
what needs to be done, but don’t overdo. 
Don't ask too many questions. 


3 Be casual in observing him. You can usu- 
ally judge how he feels while doing little 
chores around the house. 


4 Don't give any medicine without the doc- 
tor's advice. This includes cathartics, enemas 
and aspirins. 


5 Be brief in your explanations. Tell the 
child what he needs to know—what you are 
going to do, for example, when you give treat- 
ment or medicine. Especially if he is young, 
explain briefly and just before it happens, not 
well in advance. 


6 Don't try to laugh off pain. The child 
knows how much it hurts. You can’t fool him. 
Try to find a way to comfort him instead. 


7 Don't insist on his staying in bed if it is 
not necessary. The living room couch may be 
just as good. Ask the doctor.

8 Don't enforce isolation unless the doctor 
advises it. If the disease is contagious, separat- 
ing the child from playmates and members 
of the family may be necessary. But isolation 
within the home isn't very effective at best, 
since the rest of the family may already have 
been exposed to the infection. 


9 Stay as close as possible to the normal 
routine. For the good of the patient and the 
rest of the family, don’t make needless 
changes in routine. 


10 Don’t overdo the nursing care. Quite 
properly, the child will get a great deal of 
extra attention. He should have all he needs. 
But just because he is ill for a few days, he 
shouldn't be permitted to dominate the whole 
household. 


11 Don't force food. The rule is the same as 
when the child is well, but in sickness, it is 
harder to keep from insisting that he eat a 
little more. Remember that his appetite is a 
pretty good guide to his needs. Pushing food 
is likely to create problems later. It’s better to 
offer several small meals a day. 


12 Don't be too busy to talk and play with 
him. It’s easy to get so involved in the details 
of nursing care that you haven't enough time 
to spend with him in play—but it’s a mistake 
Plan at least one regular playtime with him 
every day, and give him your full attention. 
It's good therapy. 


In general, the sick child needs the same 
kind of nursing care that you would provide 
for any person who is ill. He should have the 
same protection and comfort, the same kind 
of routine, to assure that treatments are prop- 
erly given and that accurate reports are made 
to the doctor—the same help you would give 
an adult. a

The presidential hopefuls play a game... 


They say NO

WASHINGTON, D. C. 
Of all the rare creatures inhabiting the 
political woods, none is more mystify- 
ing than Homo Candidatus—the presi- 
dential candidate who hibernates for 
four years, then backs out into the sun- 
light, loudly protesting every step of the 
wav that he has no designs on the 
White House. His cry is a piercing “No! 
No!” which almost invariably means 
“Yes! Yes!” For his habits and ruses are 
so well known that only the most guile- 
less are really deceived. 

With the scent of the 1960 cam 
paign already in the air, the budding 
trees here are as full of presidential can- 
didates as of frisky squirrels. Down 
deep in their hearts, an estimated 49 
state governors, 98 senators and 436 
representatives consider themselves as 
White House material. This is an hon- 
orable ambition, the heritage of every 
red-blooded American boy, which they 
should not be ashamed to admit. : Yet 
most of them would rather lose their 
pants in public than allow their hats to 
be blown prematurely into the presi- 
dential ring. For an aspirant to get 
caught with his ambition showing is 
considered indecent exposure. 

Thus the louder he denies he is run- 
ning for the White House, the more 
serious he probably is. While it is so- 
cially acceptable for him to announce 
his candidacy a suitable time before the 
party conventions, some are so coy that 
they keep on denying it sight up to the 
1 ith hour—like Adlai Stevenson, who 
would not admit he was a candidate in 
1952 until his speech accepting the 
nomination. 

PARADE has canvassed the likely 
candidates for 1960 to find out why 
they behave as they do, why they in- 
dulge in the curious double-talk that 
accentuates the negative so as to accen- 
tuate the positive. Not surprisingly, the 
survey reveals that the presidential bug 
has been more active here this past 


winter than the flu virus. The effect 
can be described as epidemic; the symp- 
toms are everywhere. 

A typical candidate is afflicted with 
extreme extroversion ( unescorted voters 
can hardly walk through a Capitol cor- 
ridor without having their hands 
pumped or backs slapped by one or 
more White House hopefuls). This is 
accompanied by feverish optimism 
(each candidate has carefully analyzed 
his chances and is convinced he can 
win). But most noticeable is the niea- 
sles-like rash of denials that keeps pop- 
ping out in the press. 

Adlai Stevenson’s denials are ac- 
corded special prestige, his due as a 
twice-defeated candidate. He has been 
issuing them since election eve, 1956, 
when a reporter asked him if hé would 
run again in 1960. “Have that man’s 
head examined!” cried Stevenson. Last 
summer he phrased it this way: “I can 
conceive of no circumstances which 
would induce me to seek the presiden- 
tial nomination again . . . To be a pres- 
idential candidate you have to shave 
twice a day. I’ve had enough of that.” 


Heard Before 


But Stevenson’s supporters cannot be 
dissuaded by that kind of talk; they 
have heard it too often before. Strong in 
the West, they are credited with placing 
the 1960 Democratic convention in Los 
Angeles, where the climate should be 
warm and inviting to their hero. 

Just as firm as Stevenson in his de- 
nials has been Senate Leader Lyndon 
Johnson, “I have no plans or ambitions 
regarding the nomination,” he says. “I 
am conscious of my limitations. Nobody 
but my Mama ever thought I would get 
as far as I am today.” But skeptical pro- 
fessionals believe Johnson's political 
horizon is as limitless as that of his 
native Texas. 

Comments Sen. Kenneth Keating, 
New York Republican: “The other day 
Lyndon Johnson made his 16th denial 
of presidential ambitions, a number 
roughly corresponding to the ballot on 
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. Hubert H. Humphrey 


which he hopes to Banominated.” Keating 
can afford to jest. A ere Senate fresh- 
man he is expecte press his own 
presidential yearnings, buphe regards him- 
self as an ideal candidate for vice president. 

One after another, the stable of Demo- 
cratic dark horses has issued disclaimers. 
Massachusetts’ Sen. Jack Kennedy has put 
it this way: “I am not a candidate for 
either the presidency or the vice presi- 
dency. Nor do I expect to be nominated 
for either job.” But this has not prevented 
Kennedy’s multimillionaire father, old Joe 
Kennedy, from spending a small fortune 
in the hope that his Senator-son is nomi- 
nated. Senator Kennedy quotes the Bible, 
citing Ecclesiastes 3: 1-8: “To everything 
there is a season, and a time to every pur- 
pose under the heaven ...A time to be 
born, and a time to die . . . A time to weep, 
and a time to laugh... A time to keep, 
and a time to cast away . . .” Adds the Sen- 
ator, “A time to run, and a time to wait.” 

From Minnesota’s Sen. Hubert Hum- 
phrey has come the same stubborn line: 
“I am not running even though a conven- 
tion in my home state has endorsed me.” 
But his words weren't nearly so laden with 
intent as the come-hither glances he has 
been flashing at prospective delegates. 

Sen. Stuart Symington of Missouri has 
been equally aloof. “I am not interested 
and not available for the nomination,” he 
has said. But the professionals smile know- 
ingly. They are betting that Symington 
will be ex-President Harry Truman's 
golden-haired boy.

The model of all presidential disclaimers 
was issued by Gen. William Tecumseh 
Sherman, Civil War hero, who declared 
simply: “I will not accept if nominated 
and will not serve if elected.” 

Calvin Coolidge holds the record for the 
shortest denial. “I do not choose to run in 
1928,” he said, and apparently meant it. 
Teddy Roosevelt came out as the Bull 
Moose candidate in 1912 after having

liams also have responded to presidential 
speculation by vigorously shaking their 
heads in the negative.

The Republicans are equally shy about 
revealing their intentions. Vice President 
Nixon, who is too young to retire from 
politics and can aspire to only one higher 
office, has been performing all kinds of 
verbal gymnastics to avoid committing 
himself. “It is too early to go into the ques- 
tion of whether I will be a candidate in 
1960,” is the closest he has come. 

What has Nelson Rockefeller to say? 
You guessed it. On the eve of his election 
as New York’s Governor, he denied a 
dozen times that he had his eye on the 


White House. “All I want to be,” he re- . 


peated, “is a good governor.” 

President Eisenhower, whose disclaim- 
ers are no longer doubted because a con- 
stitutional amendment prohibits him from 
running again, is said to have listed half a 
dozen associates as presidential material, 
impartially including both Nixon and 
Rockefeller, plus Gen. Alfred Gruenther, 
United Nations Ambassador Henry Cabot 
Lodge, Treasury Secretary Robert Ander- 
son and Labor Secretary James Mitchell. 
While their hearts may swell with inward 
pride, their public reaction is one of hor- 
ror at the idea they should aspire so high. 

However, Mitchell, who once was 
simply incredulous (“Who, me?” he re- 
sponded to PARADE’s inquiry. “My ambi-

Still the key question remains to be 
answered. Why do .candidates say “No” 
when they mean “Yes”? In talks with sev- 
eral 1960 prospects, PARADE has discov- 
ered common agreement. Put bluntly, they 
feel that the first candidate who pokes his 
head above the mob risks having it knocked 
off by his opponents, who are likely to 
gang up on him. 

The glare of the presidential spotlight 
also can scorch a reputation exposed to it 
for too long. A candidate must take a stand 
on every issue, which automatically alien- 
ates those on the other side. An aspirant 
who announces too early runs the risk also 
of boring the voters. The gilt of political 
glamor wears off quickly, and enemies are 
quick to add to the tarnish. 


One at a Time 


There are homelier reasons for holding 
back presidential announcements. Of all 
the 175,000,000 in the United States, 
only one can be President at a time. This 
makes it the longest shot of all political 
gambles. In these days of high campaign 
expenses, a prospect can be excused if he 
hesitates to bet his bank roll before he 
knows the real odds. 

Finally, there is just old-fashioned cus- 
tom, The public and the politicians have 
come to expect candidates to trade in mock- 
modesty. They probably would be horrified 
if they got an honest, affirmative answer. 

The picture of Homo Candidatus now is 
complete. He is shy but not elusive, and 
he prefers to advance backward to glory, 
eagerly seeking the nation’s top job while 
disclaiming any interest in it. But then, 
how many of us like to be out front? 
Who wants to be first to fly to the moon? 
Politicians feel the same way about blast- 
ing off for the White House. 

As PARADE goes to press, all 1960 pros- 
pects still are sticking to the rules—none 
more rigidly than Treasury Secretary An- 
derson.

AT EMERSON COLLEGE in Boston he 
studied play writing, journalism, direct- 
ing, pantomine, acting and rad‘o.
